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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


— 


Many noble examples of relf-restraint have been given by prominent Jew- 
ish political personages during the agitation againat the Russian atroc ties. 
Though burning with indignation, they have stood aside to let their Christian 
fellow countrymen speak instead, since it was a case in which Christians could 

k with greater effect. Wedo not doubt that Baron Henry de Worms will 
be willing in the same spirit to withdraw his motion, of which he gave notice 
on Wednesday in the House of Commons, if he finds that it would be inexpe- 
dient to attempt to pledge the Government to a course of action which they 
may not think it beneficial to the Jews, in the circumstances, to pursue. 
What is wanted in this case is merely moral pressure. It is quite certain that 
physical preesure would not be applied to Russia by the British Government 
and that any Government which attempted to force reform upon the Colossus 
of the North would ran fall tilt against an iceberg, and be far more likely to 
injure itself and those with whom it sympathised than to gain any advantage 
for either. Now the moral influence of public opinion ® immeasurably stronger 
when opinion is unanimous, and what is wanted is that English parties should 
continue to be entirely at one in condemning Russian atrocities. In this view 
the greatest care should be taken by anyone who comes forward on behalf of 
the Jews that he has secured beforehand practical unanimity in the particular 
matter chosen for discussion ; and if Baron de Worms should find that his 
motion will not be accepted by the Government, be will no doubt withdraw it. 
We ourselves see no reason why Government should not accept it, and if it 
js understood that they will do eo, well and good. Meanwhile, Serjeant 
Simon’s question and the Duke of Somerset's, with the replies to them, and the 
further papers to be furnished by the Government, testify to the continued 
interest felt by English statesmen in the subject of the Russian outrages. 


The Russian Government have at any rate the. good grace to be ashamed 
of their criminal neglect of daty during the past year. They have issued a 
list of the numbers of persons (not all Jews, we trust) arrested 
after the riots, and hope that this will satisfy the world ontside 
Russia that every means were taken to quell the rioters. Acting on 
the old principle that statistics will prove anything, they think to hoodwink 
the world by thie show of numbers. While, however, they give the number of 
arrests (which, by the way, confirms the Times report against the Resident of 
Odessa in the Daily News), they have not dared to mention how many were 
pufiished or the mild nature of the punishments inflicted. Fines of five shillings 
would scarcely be thought adequate punishment in any civilized country for 
complicity in such barbarities. It is clear that the Russian apologists have 
seen the fatility of ascribing the movement of indignation in England to any 
wish of embarrassing the Government: they will scarcely be able to show, for 
instance, that any town’s meeting could be got up in Birmingham for such an 
object. They must resort to the other line of defence, alleging exaggeration in 
the numbers and denying the violations. It is scarcely likely that after Dr.

credence in England. And with regard to the former, it is curious that, now 
_ attention has been drawn to the subject, no lees than 12 murders bave been 
koowa to occur in the last fortnight where it is alleged that order reigns in 
Russia and there is no fear of outburst. Five Jews were killed at Nowomos- 
koek on Sunday week, and seven at Pronjan, near Grodno, and yet we hear that 
it is impossible that 23 marders occurred daring tho whole course of the riots. 
The Central News reports from Tilsit (Prussian Lithuania) that at &St- 
Petersburg during the service on the solemn fast on the 31st ult., which, as we 
announced, had been observed by the Jews throughout Russia, Dr. Rapphiihn, 
the Chief Rabbi, said that the Russian Government had done all in their power 
to preserve life and property. We have not been able to obtain the slig'ites' 
confirmation of this statement, yet an air of probability is given by the addition 
Made that numerons murmurs of “ hypocrite ’’ arose among the congregation, 
Ifthe Russian Government intend to make use of this statement, it is not 
difficult to conjecture how it came to be made: as Dr. Hermann Adler pointed 
out, the letter of the Karaites was no doubt inspired ab ectra. An attempt like 
this to suborn evidence is only the greater proof of guilt, and enables us to judge 
how it comes to pass that dexials of the most patent facts can ba always obtained 
from authorities which appear at first sight to be most reliable. |

The Saxon Government baving, as our Leipsic correspondent mentioned in 
his last letter, refused to incorporate the Deutsch Israelitieche Gemeindebund 
(Confederation of German-Jewish congregations) as a legal body, and hence 
made it imporsible for the corporation to continue to hold ite meetings in Leipsic 
or ip any other Saxon town, the Executive hae, after consulting some of its 
leading members, decided to remove the seat of the Bund to Beriin. A special 
meeting has consequently been convoked to eanction the proposed change. The 
Band, though a young institution, bas already done some excellent work, and 
with ite ceritral office located in the capital of the German Empire it will receive 
increased vitality and considerably more importance. How maltifarious and 

varied the labonre of the Gemeindebund are, may be inferred from the fact that 
it concentrates to some extent in a single body the functions of our United 
Synagogue, Board of Deputies, Anglo-Jewish Association, and Association for 
the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. 


Tae Ovurraces at Wansaw.—The special correspondent of the Daily News 
at Warsaw contirms the statement pablished by aa on the 20th alt., relative to 
the precautions adopted to prevent further anti-Jewish riots in that city. He 
writes:—‘* Al.hough a considerable time bas elapsed since the outbreak against 
the Jews, and no subsequent disturbances have occurred, it would seem that the 
authorities are apprehensive of further trouble. Every precaution has been 
taken by General Albedinsky, who fears a fresh outbreak on the part of the 
populace. He has ‘organized a thorough patrol of Cossacks and. iofantry 
thronghont the city. Orders have been issued enjoining the Jews to keep 
within doors and to close their shops. General Albedinsky’s. action has been 
greatly commended io Warsaw, and is considered as a siga that the authorities

Jewish Literature —The: 7imes, reviewing the current volume of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica,’ writes: Under the: beading ‘ Israel,’ Professor 
J. Wellhansen gives a full history of the Jews down to the middie ages, while 
under ‘ Jews Modern,’ Mr. Israel Davis gives a most instructive and ioteresting 
account of the modern fortunes of the dispersed people all over the world. The 
article ‘ Kabbalah,’ by Dr. Ginsburg, ia quite worthy of that stadent.”—Prof. 
Roberteon Smith, in the Journal of Philology, discusses the chronology of the’ 
Books of Kings and arrives at the conclusion that “the existing chronological 
scheme was obtained by eetting down a small number of dates given in the 
old records as fixed points, and filling up the intervals by a system of interpo- 
lation in which 20 and 40 were the main unite. Bat the details were neress- 
arily subject to given determining conditions, for it was known ia a general 
way that some kings had long reigns and others short. We might have 
expected that it would also bethought necersary to preserve those synchroniams 
between between kings of Judah aod Israel which were given, for example, by 
the deaths of Joram and Abaziah io the revolution under Jehu. The fact that 
these synchronisms are not observed, and that the hand which finally added the. 
detailed synchronisme of accessions in the North and South accomplishod -his 
work only by the arbitrary mode of calculation which Wellhauson has explained 
in ‘Jahrbb. f. D Theol,’ 1875, confirms the argoments adduced iu this paper 
to show that the main lines of the Northern and Southern Chronology were 
originally drawn from mutually independent data” 


Oxronp —As we briefly announced last week, Mr. Simeon Moses (of the 
City of London School and formerly of Jews’ Coilege School) has been elected to 
an open classical scholarship at Trinity College, Oxford. The valao of the 
scholarship, for which there were 70 candida‘es, ia £80 a year for five years. At 
the City of London School be bas obtained several valuable prizes, including 
the Sir William Tite Scholarship in 1879 (which he atill enjoys), the gold’ medal 
for general profiviency (1880), the silver medal and books for classics, besides 
several other prizes io German, French, Eaglish, classics, and mathematics, Mr. 
Moses is ason of Mr, Sylvester Moses, of Houndaditch.

NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Many noble examples of relf-restraint have been given by prominent Jow- 
jsh political personages during the agitation against the Russian atroc ties. 
Though burning with indignation, they have stood aside to let their Christian 
fellow countrymen speak instead, since it was a case in which Christians could 

ak with greater effect. Wedo not doubt that Baron Henry de Worms will 
be willing in the same spirit to withdraw his motion, of which he gave notice 
on Wednesday in the House of Commons, if he finds that it would be inexpe~ 
dient to attempt to pledge the Government to a course of action which they 
may not think it beneficial to the Jews, in the circumstances, to pursue. 
What is wanted in this case is merely moral pressure. It is quite certain that 
physical preesure would not be applied to Rossia by the British Government 
and that any Government which attempted to force reform upon the Colossus 
of the North would run fall tilt against an iceberg, and be far more likely to 
injare itself and those with whom it sympathised than to gain any advantage 
for either. Now the moral inflaence of public opinion is immeasurably stronger 
when opinion is unanimous, and what is wanted is that English parties should 
continue to be entirely at one in condemning Russian atrocities. In this view 
the greatest care should be taken by anyone who comes forward on behalf of 
the Jews that he bas secured beforeband practical unanimity in the particular 
matter chosen for discussion ; and if Baron de Worms should find that his 
motion will not be accepted by the Government, he will no doubt withdraw it. 
We ourselves see no reason why Government should not accept it, and if it 
jis understood that they will do eo, well and good. Meanwhile, Serjeant 
Simon's question and the Duke of Somerset’s, with the replies to them, and the 
further papers to be furnished by the Government, testify to the continued 
interest felt by English statesmen in the subject of the Russian outrages. 


The Rossian Government have at any rate the good grace to be ashamed 
of their criminal neglect of daty daring the past year. They have issued a 
list of the numbers of persons (not all Jews, we trust) arrested 
after the riots, and hope that this will satiefy the world outside 
Rassia that every means. were taken to quell the rioters. Acting on 
the old principle that statistics will prove anything, they think to hoodwink 
the world by thie show of numbers. . While, however, they give the number of 
arrests (which, by the way, confirms the Times report against the Resident of 
Odessa in the Daily News), they have not dared to mention how many: were 
panished or the mild nature of the punishments inflicted. Fines of five shillings 
would scarcely be thought adequate punishment in any civilized country for 
complicity in such barbarities. It is clear that the Russian apologists have 
seen the futility of ascribing the movement of indignation in England to any 
wish of embarrassing the Government: they will scarcely be able to show, for 
instance, that any town’s meeting could be got up in Birmingham for such an 
object. They must resort to the other line of defence, alleging exaggeration in 
the numbers and denying the violations. It is scarcely likely that after Dr. 
Asher’s able letter (published in another column) the latter defence will receive 
credence in England. And with regard to the former, it is curious that, now 
attention has been drawn to the subject, no lees than 12 murders have been 
knowa to occur in the last fortnight where it is alleged that order reigns in 
Russia and there is no fear of outburst Five Jews were killed at Nowomos- 
kosk on Sunday week, and seven at Pronjan, near Grodno, and yet we hear that 
it is impossible that 23 marders occurred daring the whole course of the riots. 

The Central News reports from Tilsit (Prussian Lithuania) that at &t- 
Petersburg during the service on the solemn fast on the 31st ult., which, as we 
announced, had been observed by the Jews throughout Russia, Dr. Rapphiihn, 
the Chief Rabbi, said that the Russian Government had done all in their power 
to preserve life and property, We-have not been able to obtain the slightes’ 
confirmation of this statement, yet.an air of probability is given by the addition 
made that numerous ‘murmurs of “ hypocrite’? arose among the congregation, 
If the Russian Government intend to mako use of this statement, it is not 
difficult to conjecture how it came to be made: as Dr. Hermann Adler pointed 


out, the letter of the Karaites was no doubt inspired ab ectra. An attempt like. 
this to suborn evidence is only the greater proof of guilt, and enables us to judge 


how it comes to pass that desials of the most patent facts can bo always obtained 
from authorities which appear at first sight to be most reliable. :

Tae Outrraces at Warsaw.—The special correspondent of the Daily News 
at Warsaw contirms the statement published by ua on the 20th ult., relative to 
the precautions adopted to prevent farther anti-Jewish riots in that city. He 
writes:—“ Al.hough a considerable time has elapsed since the outbreak against 
the Jews, and no subsequent disturbances have occarred, it would seem that the 
authorities are apprehensive of further trouble. Every precaution has been 
taken by General Albedinsky, who fears a fresh outbreak on the part of the 
populace, He has organized a thorough patrol of Cossacks and iofantry 
throughout the city. Orders have been issued enjoining the Jews to keep 
within doors and to close their shops. General Albedinsky’s action has been 
greatly commended io Warsaw, and is considered as a sigo that the authorities 
will take energetic measures to prevent a repetition of the late outrages.” 


Jewish Literature —The Jimes, reviewing the current volume of the

I have een letters from old Rabbis of the atrictest 
orthodoxy, declaring that whoever puts his hand to working the soil of the Holy 
Land, acta more meritoriously than he who passed his time, day and night, with 
study in the Beth Hamedrash. ‘This is most extraordinary. A strange tender- 
ness for their aocient inheritance—for, according to Jewish Law, no mere 
ownership, bowever long continued, «an ever give the least title to legal posses- 
sion —has takes hold of the heart of our people. And, indeed, when thousands 
of families are girdiog their loins to bid a final farewell to the tombs of their. 
arterstora and to the places eudeared by the memories of their youth, more 
powerlfal motives must be at work than the tepid waters of philanthropy or the 
shortsighted yearnings of common egotism. The deep instinctive feeling of tne 
masses bas struck out another path than that prescribed by experienced and 
well meaning men of the world and there is no doubt that if our people are 
earcestly resvlved, they will carry everything before them as they have always 
done. In ancient times the despots knew full well the valae of Jewish energy 
and enterprise. The lesson will be taught again in our own days. 

The news of the week is, as in general, very meagre. Three days of 
praying in all our places of worship, avd fasting, have been appoiuted by the 
Asbkenazim authorities, the former have alao been performed by the Sephardim. 
Prayer is the only thing Jernealem has to offer up for her persecated Rassian 
brethren.

DESECRATION OF A JEWISH CEMETERY IN SMYRNA. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT 


SMYRNA, JAN. 20, 1882, 
The Jewish community at Smyrna is at the present moment passing 


through a mournful crisis in consequence of the profanation of its cemetery. 
I had imagined that this question, as serions as it is complicated, had been 
srranged once for all, but it has again been brought on the ¢apis in a more 
acate manner than ever. 

About four eenturies ago the Jewish community of Smyrna obtained 
from the Sublime Porte the concession of a large tract of land situated on 
the hill of Caratasche, to be used for the purposes of a burial ground. 
Enormons expenses have been incurred, as much for the purposes of trans- 
forming this rocky hill into a cemetery as for satisfying from time to time 
the pretensions of certain Turkish functionaries. Unfortunately the firman 
confirming this concession was destroyed in the great fire of 1841, Never- 
theless, nobody seriously thought of contesting the proprietary rights of the 
community, which has continued, as in the past, to inter its dead in the 
game ground, 

Seven months ago, however, the local authorities commenced to lay 
hands on the cemetery with the view of installing therein the Mossulman 
refugees from European Turkey. A large number of graves have been 
destroyed, the bones were scattered about and the gravestones were used as 
building materialr. All the remonsirances made by the Community have 
been ineffective and at the present moment nearly 400 huts have been con- 
structed in the Jewish cemetery, although plenty of unoccupied ground 
abomnds in the same locality which might have been used by the 
authorities’ This iniquitous proceeding has provoked such an amount 
of excitement that a veritable émeute is anticipated on the part 
of the less enlighteped class of the population. For this reason 
the foreign Jews residing at Smyrna last week addressed an energetic 

_ neinorial to the consular body, protesting against the injastice that has been 
committed on tne Jews, Acknowledging the gravity of the situation, the 
foreign consuls met at short notice to deliberate on the measures which 
should be adopted, Before making any representations to the authorities, 
the representatives of England, France, and the United States went in 
person to the Jewish cemetery, and there they confirmed de visu the correct- 
ness of the reclamations made by our coreligionists in this city, 

_ On Tuesday last the consuls again met, and decided to make a collec- 
tive representation to the Governor-General. I am, however, bound to 
mention that everybody here has been astonished at the conduct of the 
German consu!, who has refused to associate himself in the action of his 
colleagnes with regard to this matter. The anti-Semitic agitation in 
Germany is evidently not foreign to the attitude of this agent, who so badly 

_ comprehends the duties of civilization, and who believes that he makes him- 
self agreeable to his Government by declining to undertake the defence of a 

cause which is generally recognized as sacred. On the other hand, too much 
praise cannot be bestowed on the energy displayed by the consu's of Great 

Britain and F rance, who have taken this matter sericusty to heart.

THE JEWS IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
CONSTANTINOPL®, JAN, 6, 1882. 

After an absence of nearly three months, M. Nissim Behar, the Director- 
Designate of the School in Jernsalem returned to this city about a forto ght 
ago He has visited the principal cities of Europe and everywhere the livel« st 
interest was shown in the difficalt mission with which he is cliarged, viz., to 
found in Jerusalem educational establishments with the view of ra:sing our co- 
religionists who reside there from the misery, both social ani material, in'o which 
they have fallen for some centuries past. Of his visit to London it is obvionsly 
unnecessary for me to say a siogle word. In Berlio the Reformers as well as the 
Orthodox promised him their moral suppor: ;at Fraokfort, Bu ta-Poath and Vienna 
both Sephardim and Ashkenasim have assured him of their readiness to second 
his efforts, either by their moral iufluence or by loosening their parse 

Before leaving for Jerasalem, M. Behar, being desirous of obtaining the co- 
operation of the authorities in Jerusalem, succeeded in providing hims-!f 
with letters of recommendation from some emineat ces in the capical, 
In pursuit of his object M. Behar waited on the 29ch ult. on Baron de Calics,the 
Austro-Hungarian Ambassador to the Porte, to whom he had been warmly 
recommended by some members of the Austrian Government. His Excellency 
received M. Bebar moat cordially, and bearing in mind the incontertahle niility of 
spreading education amongst the Jews of the Holy City, promised M, Behar h's 
moral support io this homane undertaking. The Ambassador carried ona very 
friendly conversation with his visitor, a fragment of which des: rves to berep ried 
since it concerns to a considerable extent the Jews ia [Turkey aad ibuitraces at 
the same time the magnanimous sentiments entertained by aa cist 
towards the entire Jewish race. Baron de Calice mentions! to M Boetar that 
in an audience which the Saltaa recently grantet him, thy 
onthe cruel persecutions of the Jews by the anti-Semites in the North, His 
Majesty energetically condemned these crimes committe! agiins! the Jewish 
nation—a nation so worthy of interest, whom hos greatly loved and whom he 
strongly pitied, | 

Tunis important declaration on the part of the Sultan has given us great 
cause for rejoicing, since it thoronghly agrees with tis 
sentimen's which animated hie Majesty's arcestors, always ac ed towarts 
usin a most tolerant and friendly manner ever in ths mitst of the persscuacions 
from which we have had so frequently to suffer. , 

‘Oa the sane day M. Behar had an interview with M Tis-ot, tho Franch 
Ambassador, who expressed his great interest both in  Bebar'a mission and 
ia the Jewish people for whom his Execslleacy entertains the highest regard, M.. 
Tissot promised to assist him ia his praiseworthy task antl fursished bim with 
several letters of recommendation. M Bohar will leave uqon Welnostay-next, 
but before his departure hoe will have interviews wich Lod Duiferia and with 
several government functionaries.

PARLIAMENT. 


Fottowina the great assemblage at the Mansion House in London, which 
we reported in our special editions Jast week, public meetings have been held 
in most of the provincial towns ofthe United Kingdom to express sympathy 
_ with the sufferings of the Russian Jews and indignation at their oppression. 
Perhaps the most memorable of these gatherings was that at Birmingham 
becaused it elicited letters from Mr. Jousx Baicur and Mr.

tatives of the Radical side in politics. Mr. Brieur wrote, “ I hope the 
Governments of Russia and Germany will do a!l that can be done to put an 
end to the cruelty to which the Jews have been recently subjected.” Mr.

The St. Petersburg Correrpondent ofthe De ily Telegraph telegraphed on 
Funday :—Another Jewish family has been mareacred in the tioet barbarous 
manner.

They have mingled, but not mixed with the nations that contain 
them ; and yet there is no race that has been hated, hunted, persecuted, driven as 
wanderers up and down the earth like the Jews; and the last chapter of this 
injustice in Russia is now calling forth the indignation of all England against the 
cruelty, and the sympathy of all England with the wronged. Whether you look at 
their genius, or their antiquity, or the legacy they have given to the world, or their 
industry and enterprise, or the glorious future in store for them, they are of all 


people under the sun the last that should be despised, scorned, or insulted by men - 


claiming any place among the civilized nations of the world. But let them remem- 
ber that the days of their persecution are numbered, and the winter of thir destiny 
will soon be ended.

In mercy, then, hearken to the ery of suffering, and 
hasten to answet it, Say not, the evil is distant: we will shut, our ears, because the ery cometh 
from afar off; but thanking God that such evil is faraway from you and froim your homes, prove 
the greatness of your gratitude by the greatness of your help.

Before the commencement of the ordinary basiness, the CHAIRMAN called 
the attention of the Council to a report which had appeared in the daily press 
relative to the case of a Jewish boy who bad recently been charged at the 
Middlesex Scesions with sealing aluaf. It bad been stated in the reports that 
an there was no Jewish body to look after the hoy, Baron Heury de Worms had 
interested himeelf ‘in the cane, and that throngh his intercession the case had 
been taken up by the Jewish Board of Guardians. Thia statement might have 
given riee to an impression that there had been some laches on the part of the 
representatives of the commoanity in this matter, Although Baron Henry de 
Wormea bad kiadly interested himeelf in behalf of the' boy, it was equally troe 
that as soon as Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild heard of the affair, he at once com- 
municated with the Board of Goardians, and a gentleman was sent down by that 


‘Board to represent the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue, which 


had the charge of such cases as the one under notice, On the part of this 
Committee, arrangements were at once made that the boy, if discharged, should 
be sent to hie parents in Poland, at the expense of the C mmittee, The Presi- 
sident of the United Synagogue was desirous that the same publicity should be 
given to the above statement as had been given to the reports in the newspapers, 
in order that the commanity at large shoald be made aware that the Visitation 
Committee had not neglected its duty. . 
THE ANNUAL ACCOUNTS, 

Mr. Darrin Davis, one of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue, in 
presenting the accounts and estimates of the United and the Constitaent Syna- 
gogues (a summary of which agpeared in our last isaue), said that the Trea- 
etre re’ report fully explained condition of aflaira, that it wae acarcely 
necessary for him to trouble the Council with any lengthy remarka. Several 
of the synagogues had been so far succesefal that they. had collected sufficient 
funds to meet the ordinary expenditare. Other synagogues had sarplases even 
beyood the amounts estimated for, In that respect there was every reason for 
congratulation, ‘The Treasurers were satisfied with the energy, persev erance, 
and socceas of the local Committees of the respective synagogecs, The great 
stembling-block which stared them in the fece was the enormous and contina- 
ally increasing amount of expenditure. Tne C wacil would perceive from the 
tables prepared by Dr. Asher, that with a revenge of nearly £23,000, he expen- 
diture only fell short of that amount by £160. If they cousidered the amount 
of stock sold out ta defray the expenses oft works at the New and Weat End 
Synagogues, the reen!t would show that a total lowes of £300 had been incurred. 
It was imperative that a Building Fand should be raised for the purposes of 
keeping in ordinary repair the buildings of the eeveral synagogues, which had 
now increased to the valae of about £100,000 The Honorary. Solicitor had 
stated that he would draw apa echeme for each a fand as he had foreshadowed, 
and he huped that such a scheme would at no distant time be Iaid before 
them. Another point to which he wished to draw attention was the iodis- 
creetly liberal manner in which the Coancil voted large sums for purposes 
which the Executive Committee, after careful consideration, frequently recom- 
mended should not be grante?. In anpport of this matter he might mention, 
that the Coungil last year voted £345 for the erection of an additional ladies’ 
gallery at the New West End Syoagegue, and the only reault of the expenditare 
was that the ladies kad vacated their seats in one gallery in favour of another 
Another matter which deserved attention waa the continua! selling ont of the 
fonded property of the svoagogue, The Council were already pledged to heavy 
outlays, exceeding £6,000, for the ensuing year. In conclusion, Mr. Davis, on 
behalf of his colleague aud himeel/, express d hia thanks to Dr. Asher for the 
able manner in which he had the Treasurera, 

‘The accounts of the Great Synagogue for 1881, and the estimates for 1882 
(which included a charge of £40 to defray the expenses incurred by ministers 
who occasionally preached in that synagogue), were passed without ‘comment, 
as were aleo the accounts aad estimates of the Hambro’ Synagogue. 

In moving that the accounts of the New Synagogue be passed, Mr. Davin 
Davis called attention to the fact that the receipts from that synagogue were 
decreasing to year. 

The accounts for 1581 were passed. The estimates for 1882 gave riae to a 
lengthy discussion. The Committee of that synagogue having inserted io their 
budget the eum of &75 for the salary of a preacher, and baving requested the 
sanction of the Council to elect a pérmanent officer at that salary, the Finance 
Committes recommended that the reqaest of the New Synagogue for the 
appropriation of a eum of £75 an a provision for a preacher be acceded to ; 
but they considered it woul! be highly desirable if a gentleman were appointed 
whose services could be rendered available to all constitaent synagogues which 
might desire the occasional services uf a preacher. The followmg gentlemen 
took part in the discusgion on this subject: Messrs, Lewis Levy, D. H. Jacos, 
Noan Davis, D Davis, Levy, andthe Cuataman. The latter 
polated out that the difference between the proposal of the Now Synagogue and 
that of the Finance Committee was that in the one case the preacher woald be 
exclusively an officer of the New Syoagogue, whilst in the other that gentleman 
vould be at the disposal of any constituent synagogue which desired the 
oceasional services of a preacher. The object that the Finance Committee had 
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l in wiew wasto draw the constituent synagogues closer to each other by the 


avber available for any synagogue. A momorial was read 
ag pean of the Now Synagogne in favour of the retention of a preacher. 
It wae ultimately resolved, by 25 to 9, that the eum of £75 be placed at the 
disposal of the Board of Management of the New Synagogne, for the purpose 
of paying n“zentlemau to deliver occasional sermons in the synagogue. An 
amendment proposed by Mr. Samvgt Harris that the amount be increased to 
2150, ot adopted. 
estimates of the Bayswater, Borough and St. John's 
Wood Synagogues were passed without discassion, In the estim ates for the 
Centra’ Synagogue an item for the erection of a new pulpit in lieu of the 
present temporary lectera was expunged from the budget. 

After some discnasion respecting the ealaries of certain officers of the East 
London and New West End Synagogues, the accounts and estimates of those 
synagogaes were passed. The general accounts and estimates of the United 
Synagogne were adopted. 

Mr. Josertt MaGnus in moving the aloption of the acconnt of the Burial 
Society and the fanding of the Balance of £159, congratulated the Council on 
the reduction of the “ charity” fanerals, , The motion was adopted, as were 
aleo the accounts and estimates of the Beth Hamedrash. 

On the motion of the Crarrman a vote of thanks was passed to the 
Treasurers for the great trouble and attention devoted by them to the prepara. 
tion of the accounts. A similar compliment was passed to the Auditors. The 
fifteen gantlenen representatives of the Council at the Shechita Board were 
re-elected. The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


Hamero’ Sysacoour.—In the course of a sermon delivered at the Hambro 
Synagogue, on Sabbath last, the Rev. B. Spiers, Dayan, made an earnest reference 
to the Russian persecations, There was a large attendance. 

Hrrt.—On Monday evening, at a numerous and inflaential meeting of the 
Hall Hebrew Congregation, held at the Hall Law Society's Hall, a testimonial 
consisting of an engrossed address and a silver tea aad coffee service was pro- 
sented to the Rev. Harris Barman. The presentation was made by Mr. Coun- 
cillor Cohen, in the name of the subscribers. Messrs, Cohen, Eberson, Morris 
Magner, M. Markewald, and B. Barnett spoke of the sefyices rendered to the 
congregation by Mr. Burman, who ackngwiedged ths prépentation in suitable 
terms.

PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN RUSSIA 
PROVINCIAL MEETINGS. 


CAMBRIDGE, 


The Master of St..Peter’s (Vice-Chancellor of the University), the Masters 
of Pembroke, Christ’e, Trinity, and St. John’s; the President of Queen's ; the 
Provost of King’s ; the Masters of Clare, Caius, Downing, Jesus, Sidney Sussex, 
St. Catharine's ; Canon Campion, Profeesors H Fawcett (Postmaster-General), 
Kennedy, E. CO. Clark, Paget, Adams, Babington, Birkbeck, Colvin, Seeley, 
Humphry, Lumby, Cowell, Dewar Gardner, Palmer, Mc. Kenvy Hughes, Liveing, 
Macfarren, Mayor, Sxeat, Stokes, Stuart, Wright and many other of the leading 
men connected with the University ard town of Cambridge have signed a requis’- 
tion to the Mayor requesting him to call a meeting to express indignation at 
the outrages upon the Jews of Russia and sympathy with the suffcrerr. 
It is understood that the meeting will held on Wednesday next. The Vice- 
Chancellor of the University bas signified his intention of being present. Among 
thoee who have expressed their willingness to address the meeting are the Vice- 
Chancellor, Mr. Beresford Hope, one of the M.P.’s for the University; Mr.

BURSLEM., 

Ata meeting held at Burslem on the Ist (briefly reported last week), the Mayor 
observed that during the previous summer he had travelled in Russia, and from the 
conversation which he had had with several Jews, he came to the conclusion that it 
was difficult to ascertain the real state of things even from Jews themmeelves. When 
any pointed question had been addreseed by him to Jews, they would look first one 
way and then another to see'if any one were near, for fear lest any serious conse- 
quences might arise from their giving information to Englishmen, He was at Minsk 
during the time of the fire, and from the fact that the conflagration was confined 
to the Jewish quarter it was clear to his mind that the fire was the work of incen- 
diaries with the object of destroying the lives and property of the Jews. During 
his travels he met with a Professor of the University at Kieff who had narrowly 


escaped being sent to Siberia for having taken some steps to relieve the Jewish 
sufferers in that city. 


GLASGOW. 

On Thureday evening, the 2nd, a public meeting was held at St. Andrew's Hall, 
Glasgow, under the presidency of the Lorp Provost, the Hon. John Ure. It is 
computed that about 3.090 persons attended the meeting, and this number would 
have been considerably augmented had the proceedings commenced at a later hour. 
Among those present were Mr. John Burns the Roman Catholic Archbishop Eyre, 
Profeseor Lindsay, Sheriff Spens, Dr, M’Grigor, Rev. Mr. Machlauchlan, Moderator of 


the Establishtd Presbytery, and other prominent clergymen and influential gentle- | 


meiin Glasgow, 

The LonpD Provost said that he had satisfied himself that the movement did 
not partake in any sense of a sectarian or political character, but. that those who 
had initiated it were influénced only by human sympathy with heartrending 
crucities. They were merely following the example of all the large towns in England, 
and even in America. It had been stated in the Russian newspapers that the move- 
ment in favour of the Jews had a political origin and was meant to embarrass the 
Government, but he was sure no one present gave any credence to such a view. He 
believed that when the public opinion of this country came to be known in Russia, 


it would give tenfold force to any representation that might be made to the author- 


ities of that great empire. 


Mr. Joun Buryxs moved, “ That this meeting has learned with indignation of 
the atrocious cruelties perpetrated upon the Jews in many parts of the Russian 
Empire during the past year, and regards them as a seandal and disgrace to civiliza- 
tion.” He said he had especial pleasure in moving the resolution from the know- 
ledge that the meeting had been called together with no political feeling, and in no 
hostile spirit to Kussia, but upon the pure and simple ground of seeking to employ 
the influence of a free and enlightened nation to protect ‘he helpless, and to let her 
voice be heard against the wanton cruelty which had been perpetrated upon the 
Jews living within the Russian Empire. (Applause.) The wonderful freedom and 
unmunity from grievous exactions to which all classes in our own country were 

accustomed properly made us feel the more sensitive when we saw in other coun- 
tries rigour and harshness exercised towards any of their communities ; and this had 
notably been the case in regard to the Jews resident in Russia, He had taken great 
Care to sift and examine all the evidence which he could obtain, both from Jowish 
— tian reports, and he was bound to say that they showed a state of matters

The motion was carried unanimous! 

Dr. A. B. M'Greaor moved the second resolution as follows : 

“ That this weeting, desirous of the maintenance of the m st friendly relations between Great 

Britain and Kussia, and without wishing to interfere in the remotest way with the internal govern. 
ment of a great empire, feels constrained to record its conviction that the repressive laws and 
disabili:ies under which the Jews labour in Russia are a reproach to a great nation, coutribuating as 
they do to stirup that fanaticism and oppression to which the Jews Nave recently so 
rageously subjected.”’ 
The speaker drew a parallel between the Bulgarian atrocities and the present ont- 
rages on the Jews in Russia, and the persecutions to which they had been 
subjected in everyage. The Russian Government were responsible for the outrages, 
tince they had striven to create, to preserve, and to intensify tha treatment of the 
Jews as an alien race of outlaws and slaves, and were now prepared to make more 
strict than ever the laws against the Jews, and thas encourage the passions and 
prejudices of the mob, who were led to believe that their f+elings were shared by 
those in power. 

The Rev. Dr, Potsrorp seconded the motion, which was carried, as was a'so the 
following proposed by Shériff Spens and seconded by the Rev, Mr. ParRick : “ That 
the Lord Provost be requested to transmit a copy of these resolutions to the Prime 
Minister and to the Foreign Secretary of this country, with a desire that her Majesty's 
Government may, as it deems bert, exercise its friendly influence with the Russian 
Government towards securing protection to the Jews as well as laws of righteousness 


and justice in their favour.” 


On the motion of Mr. J. A, CurHpeRrTson, seconded by Mr. Wa. Five, thé 
following resolution was also carried : ** That a fand be prompted in Glaszow to be 
applied in miitigation of the suffering of the Jews in Russia, and that such fand be 


- conjoined with the fund now being raised in London for the same purpose.” 


Mr. A. HorrxunG, who had come from London especial'y to represent the 
Anglo-Jewish Association at the meeting, expreesed gratitude for the fervour and 
eloquence with which the cause of his persecuted brethien in Ru-sia had been 
advocated. At the great Mansion House meeting on the previous day he had heard 
Canon Farrar say that the Jews were a peop!e to whom Christianity owed the greatest 
debt, and towards whom Christianity had done the greatest wrong. That debt was 
now being nobly cancelled, and the wrong atoned by this righteous agitation on the 
part of the Christians of Great Britain against the infamous and cruel wrongs done 
to the Jews in Russia. Great Britain, which is in modern days the chawpion of 
every noble ard philanthropic movement, and whose sympathetic voice had effected 
changes in the map of Europe, had now raised her potent voice in condemnation of 
the horrors perpetrated om the unhappy Jews of Russia, and that voice could not bat 
(Cheers). Russia had 
good reason to know how potent was the influence of Eng!ish public opinion, It was 
ead to think that in this country persons could be found base enough to frame 
excuses for the nameless horrors perpetrated on the Jews in Rusesia. Macaulay had 
written with masterly and unerring logic that it is the common trick of the perse- 
cutcr first to degrade his victim, and then to hold up that degradation as a reason 
for further and fiercer persecution. (Loud cheers). If the acquisition of money were 
a crime, he feared there might be notorious criminals even in the City of Glasgow, 
who were not on the wrong side of fourstone walls, (Laughter and cheers), Money 
to the Jew in Russia was not merely that whereby he purchased the necessaries of 
life, it was Jife itself. It was to him the honour of his wife, the chastity of his 
daughter, and that scant measure of justice which was dealt out to him, and for 
which he had to pay those satoorable huckstérs who traded ia the commodity. 
(Applause). It was to him the permission to ex»rcice his religion after the fashion 
of his fathers, all that men held dear in life. (Applause). Then why should he 
not hoard money? (Applause). After referring to the position attained by the 
Jews in England, since the brief period of their emancipation, Mr. Hoffaang con- 
cluded his eloquent speech by proposing a vote of thanks to the Lord Provost for 
the able manner in which he had presided over the meeting. '

After a fewintroductory remarks by the Mayor, the Bishop of MANCHESTER, who 
was received with cheers, said he felt that in his character asa bishop of the Christian 
church he was in his right place on that platform that day. (Cheers). He would be — 
extremely sorry if the meeting had given to it any political or even any denomina- 
tional significance. (Cheers.) They addressed themselves to the question, not 80 
much on the ground of their special participation in religious opinions, but upon 
those much larger and wider grounds of their common human sympathies.

And not unnaturally “if you wrong us, do we 
not revenge?’ When he stood upon that platform some years ago at a great moeet- 
ing that was called to protest against the Bulgarian outrages, it was not asa politi- 
cian, He was not present now as a politician, and they were not there in ro beer 
to strengthen, or weaken,or embarrass her Majesty's present Government, (Cheers)

dom, they would have felt equally bound to utter their strong and loul protest.

in the oppressive laws directed agains’ the Jewish inhabitants of en ' 
Mr. Whitley said that they had not met that day as politicians, but in the interestg 
of humanity and civilization. They had met as citizens in the second city of the 
kingdom to protest against the outrages and persecutions to which the Jews of 
Russia had been subjected, He wae not there to advocate any interference of 
England with the internal affairs of another country. That interference would be 
resented. but it was the voice of England that ex pressed indignation at the atroci- 
tice which had been committed. These outrages were far different from the social 
oppressions in other countries. The atrocities in Russia had been committed under 
the eyes of the Russian authorities, those who were the representatives of the law, 
who were bound to vindicate the law but who did not, but rather, he was 
afraid. lent their aid in many instances to the carrying out of this system of oppres- 
sion, cruelty, and robbery. Keferring to the inequality of the laws affecting the 
Jews in Russia, Mr. Whitley eaid such laws naturally teuded to cramp their energies 
and discourage them, and, what was-worse, to allow the ignorant clasees of Russia 
to imagine that men placed under the ban of unequal laws were men whom they 
might oppress and tyrranice over, He believed that, if Russia could eee its way to 
alter its laws, the masses of the people would learn to respect the Jews as honest 
fellow-countrymen. He was proud to see the citizens of Liverpool assembled in such 
numbers on euch an occasion. It wasa good thing when they could forget their 
party differences and their differences of creed, and join together with one great 
voice in one great cry for the maintenance of those great civil and religious liberties 
which we had at home, and for their extention to other nations. (Applause,) 

The Rev. CHARLES Bearp seconded the resolution. After referring to the 
Judcnhetse in Germany he said he would like the Christian portion of the meeting 
to ask thomseelves what had been the history of the relations of Christendom to the 
Jewish people, Shakespeare's Jew said to Shakespeare's Chrietian, “ Fair sir, you 
apat on me on Mi onday last.’ They had been spitting on the Jews for the last 1500 
years, and then they wondered that the misrepresented and cruelly oppressed race 
should prefer the warmth of their own domestic affections to the freezing cold of 
what they knew as Christian charity. (Applause,) In the nam sof the equal rights 
of humanity, he urged the community of Liverpool to throw their whole moral weight 
into the unanimous protest which the English nation raised against the cruelties 
they so much deplored. (Applause. ) 

The Rev Canon TAYLOR in supporting the resolution, held [that the Jews of 
Russia should be admitted to an eqgml share of the laws of Russia. (Hear, hear,) 
Surely the maxims of Christianity and the example its Founder gave called upon 
all civilized countries to denounce with one voice the outtmret of fanaticism against 
God's chosen people. When Christians remembered their overwhelming obligations 
to that royal race, tuey should be lost in shame and sorrow because of what had 
happened in Russia. To the Jews they owed their religion, their common 
Christianity and the civilization consequent thereon, and the sacred scriptures which 
they read day by day. ‘They were assembled that day as citizens of a country for 
whose freedom they were indebted to the old Jewish book they loved, and they 
devirad their voice to reach every part of the Russian Empire, demanding, in the 
name of humanity, justice, gratitude aud enlightenment, that equal laws, equal 
rights and equal protection with their fellow subjects should be given to the Jewish 
people. (Applause ) 

The resolution was carried unanimously.

Ile expressed great horror at the cruelties perpetrated in Russia upon the Israelites, 
Englishmen having gained freedom for themeelves, could not stand by and see these 
defenceless peraons crushed under the heel of despotiam. 

Sir JAMES PicTron, in seconding the resolution, said he did not know that he 
ever found the heart of the people of this great city more moved than it was on the 
present.oecasion in the cause of humanity and justice. It would seem, almost, that 
notwithstanding our boast of modern civilization and progress, we were carried 
back by recent proceedings into the heart of the middle ages. Every Englishman 
deplored the miserable persecutions which were taking place in Russia at the pre- 
sent time, but the question was, what could be done to cause a feeling of right and 
justice to prevail’ It was not a very easy thing to determine what was best to be 
done. It was a very serious proceeding for one nation to meddie with another in 
the management of its internal affairs. Bat the power of public opinion was very 
great, and it was to that, and that alone, that they had to look for success, The 
Russians little knew what they were doing. They complained of greed, covetous- . 
hess, and extortion on the part of. the Jews; but the fact was that it was the thrift, 
enterprise, integrity, industry, and success of that race that had ‘excited their 
jealousy, and had caused the oppression. robbery, plunder, violation, and massacre 
that had disgraced the annals of the Russian people during the last few months, 
Supposing they got rid of the Jews, they would lose capital, which was the life- 
blood of commerce ; they would lose skill, turning the resources of the country to 
the brst account ; and they would lose the good example of successful industry. 
(Applause). In finance, in commerce, in law, in philanthropy, music end the drama, 
Jews filled high positions. He might go through a long list to show that the royal 
race of Judah bad not degenerated, but that. in .modern times they had filled a 
higher place than ever in the world. With such evidence as we had before us 0! 
their influence, their usefulness, their power and dignity, and the opportunities they 
had always exercised on behalf of everything that was good and noble, it was our 
simple duty to call forth every effort at the present time to assist them in their hour 
of need. (Applause). He was glad to see that the present movement had received 
the eympathy of all classes, and he could not but thiuk that an appeal properly 
Wisely made, with dignity aud courtesy, without attempting to hurt the feelings of 
thore in authority in Russla—if it went forth as the united voice of the great 
English people—could not but have such an influence as would work a great change 
in the sentiments of the Russian people, and tend to deprive of all its sting the 
persecution Bow going on, and restore the Jews to their proper place in the Russian 
nation. (Applauce), |

The Mayor, in opening the proceedings, said that the inhabitants of Birming- 
ham had a*sembled in the name of common humanity to protest against the 
inhuman barbarities and outrages which had been perpetrated upon the unoffending 
and peaceable Jewish population of Russia It was not intended that that meeting 
should be an occasion of expressing unfriendly sentiments towards the Sovereign, 
Government, or people of Russia ; but an meeting in the names 
of justice, peace, and mercy toexpress their grief and horror. 

‘Mr hm Dixon moved the following resolution: “ That this meeting desires 
to express its emphatic condemnation of the outrages to which the Jewish inhabi- 
tanta of many towns and villages.in Russia and Poland have been the unhappy 
victimes,” After referring at length to the details which had reached England of 
the outrages and oppressions perpetrated upon the Russian Jews, Mr. Dixon said : 
Now, who were these people who had been thus treated? They were an ancient 
and very talented race. They were men of unusual vigour, arising from sobriety, 
temperance, and chastity. They were men of wealth, because they were men of 
industry and of frugal habits, They had always been under the yoke of tyranny, 
and that tyranny had left its mark upon them. When, however, they were treated 
as equals, when social and political rights were given to them, then all those marks 
disappeared, and, as they had found in England, they could render service to the 
State as other men did, (Applause.) They could represent great constituencies in 
Parliament with faithfulness and honour. At the present time Sir G. Jessel, the 
great equity lawyer, was an honour to the bench; and the late Prime Minister— 
(applause)—received the confidence of his sovereign and the admiration of the 
proudest aristocracy in the worli, (Applause.) He was no enemy of Russia, Upon 
that platform he had made apologies for her, and had pointed out that she should not 
be judged by the standard of morality that obtained in this country, 1.er people 
were centuries behind us, and they-must not forget that. He wou!'d say, however, 
to Russia, to her people and her rulers, * Treat the Jews as we treat them, and then 
there will be no more riota—(applause)-—do not send them away, buat respect them, 
rel amg tells us that they are the most loyal, the most peaceful, and the most law 
abiling of all men,”’ (Applause.)

| Oppressor, It was very difficult in England to realize the actual state of things in 
Russia, and he referred toseveral instances of cruelty and oppression which had 
been practised on the Jews in that country. Evenif the reports of the outrages had 
been exaggerated there was enough left, which had been admitted, to. justify all 
that they were doing at that meeting, In:tead of giving sympathy to three miilions 
of subjecte, who looked for protection from popular hatred and prejudice, General 
Ignatieff gave a reply which was calculated more than anything else not to allay the 
agitation, but to increase and encourage it, (Hear, hear.) The Jewa, he urged, 
were a law-abiding, progressive body of citizens, foremost in all good wor, in 
education, in philanthropy, and eminent in every branch of art, literature and 
science. It had been said that our Government must not interfere with Russia, but 
it was for us, he thought, to tell Russia what was the standard of morality of thia 
country and of every civilized nation in the world, and to tell Russia that her 
standard lagged behind, and if she wished to be regarded asa civilized nation she 
must not shock our notions of morality by practices which our judgment did not 
understand and which our sentiments wapld not tolerate, They called upon the 
Russian Government to faifil the first office of government to protect the people. 
they professed to govern from murder, and worse’ than murder, from outrage® 
spoliation, and from all that a government is instituted to prevent. (Loud applause. 
Mr. Rh. W, DAL# said that it shou)d not be forgotten that the passionate hatr 
of the Jewish people which had produced such disastrous effects in Russia had first 
made its appearance in Germany. They were sometimes disposed to attribute to 
meré ignorance crimes which had a deeper and a darker source ; and he was not 
sorry—he was extremely thankful—that these great meetings were being held for 
their owr sake, It seemed infinitely unlikely—he trustel it was impossible—that 
the spiric which broke out in Berlin two years ago, and hal caused such disaster in- 
Russia, from the Baltic to the Bleck Sea, should make its appearance in thiscountry. 
Lut forewarned, they were forearmed; and they who were protesting that nightagainst 
the awful barbarities of the Ruseian peasantry must take heed to iv, that no contagion 
of that strange and terrible epidemic which bad been epreading over Europe TT 
the last two years touched our shores. (Applause.) After referring to the inequality o 
the status of the Jews in Rurria and the evil effects arising therefrom, the speaker 
eaid, they asked the Russian Government todo away with the exceptional legislation 
affecting the Jewish people ; and if the Russian Government replied that the social 
condition of their country, and the temper and spirit of their people, rendered that 
impossible, and that they could not answer for the security of the Jewish race unless 
their domicile was limited to particular towne. and cities, and provinces, then we 
replied that the Russian Government was doubly and trebly pledged wherever it 
legalized Jewish domicile, to exert the whole force of the empire to suppress any 
attempt to violate-the privileges which itself conferred, But when they began to 
argue on this question they were told, as they had beea already reminded by some 
representative Russian newspapers, that they would do more harm than good. 
Whether they did more harm than good or not, they could not but speak, (ifear, 
hear.) The responsibility of the effect of their words lay not with them, When 
the hearts of men were aflame with just indignation against enormous crimes, it 
was their duty to God and to man to speak, whether the oppressor was enraged by 
their speaking or not. (Cheers.) But they reminded the Russian newspapers that 
during the lust hundred or hundred and fifty years their great empire had been 
drawing more and more closely into the community of European nations, It must 
accept the penalties of its new position as well as the advantages, and these were 
not penalties, they were benedictions. We have leen reminded to-night (continued 
Mr Dale) that the Jews are a great historic race. That is true. They havea history 
of unequalled-tragedy and unequalled glory. The tasks which have been entrusted 
to them by the great Providence that controls the destinies of nations have been of 
a high and unique order, whatever ‘may be our explanation and theory of their 
history. But it is not because they have so great a pedigree ; 
have rendered services so immense to mankind, that we plead for justice to them 
to-night. Were they sprung from the earth's basest blood our indignation would 
blaze forth against the outrages against which to-night we protest —~(loud cheers) — 
and I believe that this nation will not protest in vain, I think there is a moral 
force in the voice of a great people that does not belong to the despatches of states- 


men, and our conscience is outraged by these crimes, There is a light that lighteth 


every man, and falis upon the inuer heart of the Russian peasant as well as upon 
yours and mine, which would lead him, too, to see that in inflicting these wrongs 
on his fellow-man, he is offering foul insult and injury to the God who made him. 
(Great cheering.) 

The Rev. A. R. VArpy, Head-Master of Birmingham Grammar Schools, moved :

Bright and Mr. Chamberlain approved, and almost suggested, they need not fear that 
they should in any way interfere with the Government's work, Another objection 
which had been urged was that they must be careful what they did, because they 
might cause pain to the Government of Russia, and Russia was @ friendly nation.

The Kev. G. J, EMANUEL, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Mayor, said if 
all there assembled felt thankful to his worship, how deeply grateful must he and 
his people feel towards him, who from the first helped them with all his heart, and 
headed their relief fond with a munificent contribution. How deeply grateful 
must they feel towards those good men on each side of him, who had spoken #0 
nobly, so eloquently for their coreligioniste. How grateful mast the Jews feel 
towards all present for the rapt attention and generous sympathy with which they 
had listened to what had been said, That night would- never be effaced from the 

memory of the Jewirh inhabitants of Birmingham. They had never been, he hoped, 
among its wort citizens, never been indifferent to ite rank and fame ; but 
henceforth they would, he was eure, love their town with yet greater affection, 
would repgar! ite inhabitants, their fellow-townrmen, with yet greater respect and 
goodwill, would give of their means yet more freely to its educational and charit- 
able isietitutions, Henceforth they would, above all, admire and revere ite grand 
old custom of gathering in ite great hall, its Mayor at its head, to hear ita voice 
heard at every important criris on bebalf of liberty, justice, and mercy for all races 
and for all creeds, (Cheers)

BEDFORD, 

On Monday, a Town's meeting was held at Bedford, under the presidency of the 
Mayor, to whom an infinentially signed requisition had been presented. 

The Mayon read letters from Mr; 8, Whitbread, M.P., Mr: Magniac, M.?P., and 
Mr. James Howard, M P., expressing regret at their inability to attend the meeting 
ani their eympathy with ite ofiecta. 

The Rev. R. BE. R. Watts moved : “ That this meeting, representing the inhabi- 
fants of Bedford, views with the deepest concern and indignation the persecntions 
and ontrages to which the Jews in Russia have been subjected."" He referred to the 
accounts of the outrages, and said, I have always honoured Russia. I have always 

. bad a deep admiration and love for the great Eastern Church, but I cannot close my 
eyes to far te like thene, Had enough is any kind of Oppression, if these crhnelties 
bad been exercised upon the heathen we should not have held our tongues. All are 
brethren whatever their creed or religious profession, but here the sufferers are the 
Jews, and our sorrow is mingled with shame as we remember that those who are 
exercising oppression upon them are Christians like oursel ves—Christians oppressing 
Jews, My friends, those of you liere- and I suppose the great majority are of the 
same faith as inyseif—He whom we hold most sacred wasa Jew. The name which 
to us fs moet full of comfort in enffering, trial, and trouble is a Jewish name—the 
nam which I hope you and I will breathe in prayer with our dying lips is a Jewish 
name (applause), Let us not then be slow to express our feelings. Some of us, I 
for one, have known members of the great Russian nation, and I know very well 
that there is no nation on earth whose opinion they value as they do the opinion of 
Englishmen. When the voice of England goes forth and speaks plainly what the 
people think of such shamefal doings as these it will, I believe, havea real and 
abiding influence (applause). 

Mr. Groner Huns, in seconding the resolution, said that the question of 
the cruelties perpetrated upon the Russian Jews was nota Jewish question, It con- 
cerned humanity at large. He denounced the inaction of the Russian authorities 
during the riots. He believed the moral effect of the indignation being expressed 
throughout England would be great and lasting and would leavea stain upon Russian 
history which would never be effaced. 


Mr. F.. HOWARD, in supporting the resolution, referred to the obligations under - 


which he raid the world wou'd ever lie to the Hebrew race.

He raid that when they were asked why Bedford should move in the matter. they 
should remember that Bedford was not without guilt. There was atime when 
Bedford appealed to the Court of Chancery for power to exclude the Jews from 
those noble schools in which he was proud to have part of the administration. 
Bedford, like England, nobly repented, and 30 years afterwards went again, on their 
own motion, to the Court of Chancery and begged to have that prohibition 
removed. (Applause.) Bedford was called upon to speak in that matter because, he 
believed, there was a friendly feeling in the town towards Russia, Their friendly 
voice of indignation and warning could not be without some moral effect.

F. Harmer (German pastor), the Rev. Henry Martin (Established Church), 
CouneiHor. Robert Cameron ‘Chairman of School Board, aud leading Liberal), the 
Rev, W. A. Walton (Presbyterian), and other townamen. Mr.8. Storey, M P , wrote: 
“The English Government canriot interfere in the internal affairs of Russia, but the 
English people can urge upon the Russian Government to give the Jews security and 


peace.” 


SOUTHAMPTON, 

On Wednesday evening a public meeting, convened by the Mayor of Southampton 
(Mr W. H. Davis), was held under the presidency Of his worship in the Guildhall. 
‘The Mayor was supported by the municipal authorities, the clergy of all denomi- 
nations, and the leading inhabitants of the town. The Mayor, in opening the 
proceedings, alluded to the sympathy which had been shown in Southampton with 
the Russian Jews, and which had found expression in the fact that the requisition 
inviting him to summon a meeting was signed by 374 persons. 

The Rev. H. H. Pereira moved, and Mr, Alfred Giles (late member for the 
borough) seconded— 

That in the opinion of this meeting the persecution and the outrages which the Jews in many 
parts.ef the Russian dominions have for several months past suffered are an offence to civilisation 
to be deeply deplored, 

The Rev. S: B, Srrretine moved, and Mr. H, Duntop, J.P., seconded— __ 

That this meeting, while disclaiming any right or desire to interforo in the internal affairs of 
another country, and desiring that the most amicable relations between England and Russia should 
be preserved, feels it a duty to express its opinion that the laws of Russia relating to Jows tend to 
degrade them in the eyes of the Christian population, and to expose Russian Jewish subjects to the 
outbreaks of fanatical ignorance, 

The Rey. T. P. Mooney moved, and Councillor A. J. Mituer seconded— 

That the Mayor be requested to forward a copy of these resolutions to the Right Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone and the Right Hon. Earl Granville, in the hope that Her Majesty's Government may be 
able, when an opportunity afises, to éxercise a friendly influence with the Russian Government in 
accordance with the spirit of the preceding resolutions, (Applause.) 

“The severai resolutions were carried with enthusiasm. 

It was, further resolved, on the motion of Sheriff Barrorp, seconded by Mr. 
W. G. Lankrerer, that a subscription list be opened.

NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The diplomatic reserve imposed upon Mr. Gladstune by the exigences of 
statecraft appears to be misunderstood in Rassia, and he will scarcely feel 
complimented by his sympathetic expressions towards the suffering Jews of 
Russia being classed in the same category with the hitherto unheard of “ regret 
and indignation at these outrages manifested in Russia, where all right-minded 
men have deplored the excesses committed ", A telegram from St. Petersburg 
states that “the Journal de St. Pétersbourg praises the speech of Mr. Gladstone 
on the outrages against the Jews. Regret and indignation at these outrages 
have been especially manifested in Russia, it says, where all right-minded men 
have deplored the excesses committed.” Mr. Gladstone is entitled to praise, the 
Journal de St. Pétersbourg thinks, for putting an end, by explicit declarations 
to the agitation in England, and for showing that interference in the domestic 
affairs of another country would be injarious to the object in view, especially 
as the wrongs to be redressed are occupying the eerions attention of the Govern- 
ment interested. Concerning the interview between Prince Lobanoff and Lord 
Granville, the Journal de St. Pétersbourg observes that this private conversation 
is in no way surprising, bat that itis a very different from official explanations 
or diplomatic ‘com.ounications. The various provincial meetings and 
other manifestations of indignation at the outrages and of sympathy with the 
sufferers that we report this week, certainly do not indicate that the explicit 
de Jarations of Mr. Gladstone have put an end to the agitation in Engla.d.. On 
the contrary, the volume of evidence—showing the extent and character of the 
outrages and the culpability of the authorities—increases and the voice of 
England has by no means expressed the last word of indignation and horror in 
the name of Hamanity. The extraordinary mode adopted by the Russian Govern- 
meot for redressing the wrongs of the Jews we clearly show elsewhere. 


We note with satisfaction that Mr. Laurence: Oliphant has: joined the 
Mansion House Committee, The letter which we publish this week from our 


Lyvck correspondent confirms the previous statements of our Jerusalem | 


correspondent, that the natural bent of the unhappy Israelites, to whom life is 
rendered impossible in Russia is towards Palestine. _ No one is better acquainted 
than Mr. Oliphant: with all’ the advantages and difficulties connected with 
Jewish settlement im Syria. 
‘ remarkable daring and address, and ‘has embodied — his experiences in the 
fascinating narrative of “The Land of Gilead.”.- The Committee -would be 
improved by further additions, not merely of plutocrats, but of men acquainted 
with the: Jews and with emigration. Why is not the Palestine Exploration 
Society represented upon it ? 

Mr. Oliphant, in his letter to the Times of Wednesday, proposes to profit 
by the present. feeling of sympathy with the Jews which the atrocities in 
Russia have provoked, and to form a permanent committee of Jews and 
Christians to watch over oppressed Jews: with the special view of facilitating 
emigration. - It is certain. that some place must-be found for the poor people 
whom Russia is bidding in no uncertain tones to depart, as Spain once drove 
her [sraelites from her shores.. For. religious, political, and geographical reasons 
no land is better fitted than Syria to receive the exiles. 


Madame de Novikoff (“O.K,”) has returned to Russia, and fires.a Parthian 
shot at. the Jews as she steps into the Continental mail. But what is the net 
result of this clever lady's letter? That she has been accused by the Pan- 
slavist M. Aksakoff of writing in a hesitating tone about the atrocities .com- 
mitted on the Jews. that the outrages were only outrages on property, and that 
no women were violated.’ But from. what is known of the civilization of 
Russia, it is certain that if the mob were let loose. for days to attack property 
it 1s not only property which would suffer. Further, we publish to-day explicit 
accounts taken down by Mr. Benas from eye-witnesses of violation of women, 
and our correspondent on the border gives other instances. The Odeski Listok, 
quoted by our correspondent, has given, on the authority of a Christian spectator, 
detailed description of the violation of women and girls under the eyes of the 
police; and a narrative of the whipping of Jewish men, women, and girls by 
the Imperial troops “ to tranquillize the mob.” 3 | 


_ The extent of the outrages on the Jews is admitted by the official vindication 
of the Russian Government, published. at St. Petersburg, from which ‘it 
sppears that 5,675 person were arrested, and 2,359 punished in Southern Russia ; 
Otol arrested, and 2.302 proceeded against by law in Warsaw. We are not 
told how many of those arrested were Jews, and how many were rioters. Upon 
these figures. our correspondent supplies the apt commentary that the 
majority of the accused suffered a fine of a few roubles or a few days imprison- 
ment and that only one of the leaders receiveda longer sentence. This was Kerner, 
one of “the leaders of the horde of ruffians that destroyed the property, of 
the Jews, and whose hands were smeared with blood of our unfortunate co- 
religionists.” This villain was imprisoned for four weeks. In Odessa 100 Jews

The wealthy members of the Jowish community in Berlin have lately 
displayed a commendable amount of dignity and self-reapect ; and we cannot 
help thinking that had theee sentiments claracterisod them in_ the past, the 
deplorable /udenhetze if it had not collapsed in its inception, would certainly 
not have assamed scrious proportions. One of the social incidents of the 
Judenhetze waa the © boycotting” of the leading Jewish families in the capital 
and their exclusion, as far as possible, from private gatherirgs. More fortunate 
than their persecuted brethren in Russia, Jews in Berlin are able to pay their 
persecutors back in their own coin, and this they are doing by abstaining from 
taking part.in the public balls ard entertainments which they have been wont 
to grace by their presence. [or instance, the anoual subscription ball at the 
Opera Louse, although patronised by the Court, waa shorn of a considerable 
portion of its usial brilliancy in consequence of the conspicuous absence of the 
élite of the Jewish community. Our Berlin coreligiovists, however, as a token 
of gratitude te the Crown Prince and Princess for their friendly attiiode towards 
them during the anti-Jewish agitation—made an exception in favour of the 
special representaticn of “ Nathan der Weise,’ which by desire of their Imperia 
Highnesses was performed at the Royal Theatre on the same date on which the 
Mansion Honse meeting was hel! in London.

THE JEWS IN SMYRNA, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE * JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—I have read with pain your Smyrna cerrespondent’s letter of the 20th 
January. 1 carry my mind back to the year 1855, when I was chief of the staff 
and practically the responsible offiegr of the British-Swies Legion numbering 
some 2,000 men, stationed at Smyrna. 

One day the Chief Rabbi, accompanied by a deputation of some of t 
leading members of the Jewish community, waited npon me to solicit my aid in 
a case, if I recollect rightly, somewhat avalogous to the present, at any rate one 
in which their feelings had been outraged, While expressing to the deputation 
my deep sympathy, | pointed out that I was without jad cial authority in. the 
case, and suggested an appeal to the Consular authorities ; but on the represen- 
tation that the B itish Consul was then dangerously ill, and the other Conanls 
were disinclined to act without him, | consented, in a friendly and unofficial 
capacity, to wait on the Governor-General. T wert at once to the Konak, and 
though informed that His Excellency was then engaged and could not be "din-- 
turbed, with an Englishman's persistence [ sent in my ca d and requested an 
audience. A message came immediately that Llis Excellency would bo pleased 
to receive me, and, after the customary ccremouy of pipes, coffee, &c., | stated 
the object of my’ visit, and T am pleased to record here, to the honour of 
Suleyman Pasha, that he at once gave instructions for the redress of the 
grievance complained of, and that betore I left the Konak some dozen horeemen 
were despatched to execute His Excellency’s orders. 


During my residence in Smyrna I often visited the Jewish quarter, and 


becoming acquainted with several Jewish families, [ learnt to esteem the com- 


munity tor their patient toil under conditions of disadvantage. Often have I

This journal, however, conceals the fact that the complaints would 
have been more numerous still had not the local authorities refused to hear 
any such complaints which were brought to their notice by Jews. It can be 
shown that ali the Russian journals which are now with such warmth deny- 
ing the truth of the reports which have appeared in.the 7.148, were the first 
to give publicity to these outrages at the time of their Gccurrenee, . For 
instance, it is declared that the statement that Jewielh women and maidens 
at Xmila were outraged in the presence of their husbands and parents is 
utterly falxe.. I have before me the Listek of the dist M ly, 
and what do I find there? <A report from‘a correspondent of that journal 
in which he describes these atrocities as narrated by an eye ~withe 
This eye-witness —a Christian be it remembered, not a Jow—wrote that the 
riotera pillaged the houses of Jews, destroye! their property, as also the 
synagogues avd their contents, violated women and young girs, and all this 
under the very eyes of the police.

been made public and which may throw some light on the history of the 


persecution of coreligionists in Kiuesia. \V hen cisturl ances broke out 


at Odessa last summer, the Governor-Ce ti ral of the Department acted with 
more energy and evinced more sympathy with and kindness towards the Jews 
than did the Governor-General of Kieff. And even there, at the command 
of the local Governor, more than one hundred unhappy Jews were seized 
and publicly whipped in a shocking manner. In addition, about 150 Jews 
were put on board a ship, together with a large number: of ric ters, and rent 
out to sea for more than a fortnight, When two of the most distinguished 
Jews in Odessa ventured to intercede on behalf of their ill-treated and 
starving brethren at sea, the reply they received was as follows: “1 catised 
the Jews to be flogged in order to quiet. the people; and I ordered the Jews 
to be shipped to sea in company with §00 of the prisoners implicated in the 
riots, in order to show that I do not favour the Jews in preference to the — 
Christians. It would be madness on my part to show any sympathy with 
the Jews, Kinee they drain the blood of the Christiana, Ido not Llame 
the Christians in the least for having attacked you ;. you fully deserve it, I 
am couvineed that the Emperor holds the same opinion with regard to the 
Jews,” ‘This was the answer of the Governor, and this official actually 
stands high in favour with the Emperor, and is at the present moment one 
ot the principal members of the High Commission now sitting at St. Peters- 
burg to decide the fate.of our brethren in Russia, 

There is no longer room for doubting the fact that the Russian (;0Ve rn- 
ment encouraged the peree ‘ution of the Jk wes, Up to the pre sent moment 
the Government have not uttered a single word of censure on the subject of 
the late atrocities. They believe that they have thereby succeeded in averting 
the attention of the people from the doings of the Nihilists, and they have 
thus delivered over four millions of subjects to the fury of the mob. I have 
heard from a trustworthy sourcé that one of the hig he at police fonctionaries 
at Warsaw recently gave an assurance to.a member of the administration of 
the Jewish community in that city that the anti-Jewish riots at Warsaw 
would be repeated. Our coreligionist replied: “ Last summer you assured 
me that disturbances directed against the Jews here would be impossible, and 
yet such attacks have taken place.”

ondonbted fact that the Government would nof object to an emigration en 
woe on the part of our persecuted brethren. On the 28th ult. Dr. 
Orechaneki of St. Petersburg had an audience of Count Ignatieff to obtain 
hi into the intentions of the Government relative to the Jewish 
question, The Minister virtually replied ; “ When some months ago you 
visited me in company with several of your coreligionists, [ distinctly declared 
that the doors of our country stood open for your brethren and that they 
might emigrate whither they pleased, That would be the best for both 
parties, In fact within the last fety mouths a large number of Jews have 
lft Russia without the Government having placed «any obstacles in the way 
of their departure. ‘The Government will only forbid the emigration of those 
young men who have not completed their military duties, or of persons who 
are in arrears with their taxes ; the remainder are at liberty to go whenever 
they like. Permission to settle freely in Russia the Government does not 
think of according to the Jews ; Russia belongs to the Russians, not to the 
Jews. and no other localities will be assigned to your coreligionists except 
those to which they are already restricted, Nevertheless I have suggested 
to the High Commission to appoint certain uninhabited districts where the 
Jews wight settle, and being isolated they would be unable to do any harm 
to the Christians.” Finally the Minister stated that the Government were 
prepar | to allow the Jews. to form Committees for the collection of fands 
and for the organization of emigration. . 

‘To this pass have our four millions of coreligionists in Russia come! 
They have actually been shown the door ! Israel must once again take up 
the staff of the wanderer and abandon the graves of bis ancéstors, and 
this, too, at the close of the nineteenth century! Where are the poor 
people to go? This question they have themselves answered. The greater 
portion have determined to proceed to Palestine, to the scene of our former 
glory aml independence. It-would be unjast on the part of the English 
Emigration Committee were it only to assist those who wish to go to 
America, Kvery one should be allowed to choose the country in which he 
sires to fix his new home, and aid should likewise be given to those who

BERTHOLD AUERBACH, 


Germany has lost one of the. brightest ornaments of the age. For many 
years Berthold Auerbach has been regarded by the world as the foremost 
imaginative writer of Germany. Each production oF h‘’s pen has of late 
been recoived with acclamations of delight from the whole Teutonic world. It 
as rare tliat Judaiem has to deplore the loss of a son 80 gifted, o> of one who 
ehed so much lustre on the name of Jew. The loss is the more to be deplored 
as Auerbach always betrayed the warmest admiration for his ancestral faith, and 
devoted much of his talents to pourtraying its characteristics. 

Berthold Auerbach was born on Feb. 28th, 1812, at Nordstettin, within the 
region of the Black Forest, which he was afterwards to render so renowned by 
his deseriptive art. Having betrayed early talent, he was from the first destined 
for a professional career. Up to the end of his university course at Heidelberg 
le had intended to join the rabbinate. But philosophy and belles letires 
attracted him away from theology, and he determined to promote the Jewish 
cause by his pen, and not through the influence of the pulpit. His first literary 
production, in 1836, was an essay on “ Modern Literature and the Jews,” in 
which he vindicated the claims of his people to take an important place in 
modern literature. He then commenced what was.to have been a loug series of 
imeginative biegraphies of Jewish writers, with’his novel “ Dichter und Kauff- 
tnan,” the title of which referred to Ephraim Huh, a contemporary of Mendels- 


bohn, who was both poet and merchant. ‘Two.years afterwards this was followed . 


by his “Spinoza, the life of a thinker,’ which gave Auerbach very high rank 
in German literatere. Though the biographical details are mostly mythical, the 
way in which the author dives into the depth of the philosopher's 
scul in his dealings as a man displays subtle sympathy with the speculative 
life. This novel was followed in 1841 by a series of productions dealing 
with Spinoza, viz, @ complete translation of his works, which has since 
one through several editions and still remains the standard German translation 
of the philosopher's worke, Considerable as was the fame Auerbach earned by the 
prodaction of these important works, it was increasod tenfold when he proda 
his inimitable ‘* Village Tales” (‘* Dorfgeschichten ”), which have been trans 
lated into all European languages. These tales combined humour and pathos, 
minute observation and profound reflection on the problems of life, while these 
qualities were clothed ina limpid and pure style. Their success was enormous 
aud brought Auerbach into the highest circles in Germany. From their appeat- 
ance he continued te pour forth from his prolific pen charming tales dealing 
with the ideal problems. of life, of which we can only here refer to his “ Land- 
haus am Ruein” and “ Auf der Hohe.” 

Ile has always shown a deep interest in the cause of Judaism, the cause 
of his carly aspirations, and there is every reason to believe that his death bas 
been hastened by the shock given to his sensitive soul by the barbarous Juden- 
hetze of the past two years. ‘To see his beloved Germany fall back in the march 
of culture and dieplay the meanest of all feelings, envy, against his equally 
beloved coreligionists, must have been indeed a sad diwappointment to one who 
had lived through and fought through the struggle tor reform and had reason 
to hope that the days of persecution had disappeared for ever. It will be not 
the least stain on the anti-Semites that their Philistinism has shortened the life 
of Berthold Auerbach, who was honoured alike by Jew and Christian. We may 


add that of his works, “ Brigitta” and “On the Hégights” have both been 
translated into English, and a translation of his ear work, “ Spinoza,” was 


‘published in this country on the very day on which its author died. 
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JEWISH REFUGEES FROM RUSSIA AT LIVERPOOL, 


Mr. B. L. Benas, of Liverpool, has sent tho following report, dated Feb. 
Lith, to the Russo-Jewish Committee :— 


Gentlemen,—I beg to submit the following report of the arrival in Livet 
| of a number of Jewish refugees from Russia, and the accounts which they 
ave of the persecutions which they themeclves suffered, and also the terrible 
treatment to which their brethren have been subjected at the bands of the 
Russians, of which they were eye witnesses. The party, consisting of 254 men 
and women, 66 boys and girls, and 29 infants, arrived at the Lime Street Rai!- 
ia Hamburg and Hull, and were brought to Liverpool by two specia 
orig hey a by myself, Mr. Luis Jackson, and Mr. Paynter, the agent 
of the American Live, arranges:ents having been made for their reception in a 
house in Duke Street, previous to their embareation on the steamship “ [!linois” 
for America. On alighting from the trains at the railway station they were at 
once conducted to the emigrants’ hotel, kept by Mr. Paynter, where they 
remained during the night. We provided them with warm clothing, and saw 
that they were properly attended to. The refugees, as a rule, were of. the 
lower-middle, agricultural, and artizan class, and nearly all the men had served 
in the Russian army. Many of them were fine, stalwart fellows, and all of 
them appeared docile and intelligent. The women, on the whole, looked well 
and healthy, but not a few of them exhibited traces of fatigue and suffering 
‘from the privations they must have endured. At noon, on the 10th iost., | 
again visited the hotel jn order to hear from their own lips intelligence of the 
atrocities of which they and their coreligionists were the victims ; and as I was 
desirous that their statements might be heard.by independent persons, | invited 
the attendance of several gentlemen, including representatives of the press. 
There were also ee Christian gentlemen, viz., Mr. Olaf Lienemann, 
and Mr. James Miller, an r. S. Lewis, the medical officer of the American 
Line, all of whom understood the language of the emigrants, and were 
able to confirm my interpretation of their accounts in the presence of the press. 
I requested one of the reporters to take verbatim notes of the proceedings, and 
I herewith append a ful? transcript of the same. I may add that Mr. Miller 
and Dr. Lewis both testified to the accuracy of my interpreting at the end of 
the interview. 
Report of the examination of Russian refugees at the Emigrants Hotel, 
52, Duke Street, Liverpool, on the 10th of February, 1882. Present: Mr. Baron 
L. Benas, President of the Liverpool branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, in 
the Chair; Mr. James Miller, Dr: Lewie, Mr. Olaf Lieneman, Mr. Luis Jackeon, 
Mr, David Wilson, Mr. Paynter and Mr. Edwin Davis. The room ia which the 
interview took place sine Telly occupied, the number of the Jewish refugees 
resent heing about 70. Mr. Benas, in opening tle proceedings, said: This 
eing the first time I have had an interview with these poor people, | wish 
them to give a plain unvarnished statement of what has taken place in the 
districts from which they come and what has happened to them. Mr. Benas then 
proceeded to ascertain the names of the places from which the refugees had 
principally come, and it was found that they were as follows : Odessa, Charkoff, 
Zitomyr, Kieff, Kovno, Kaminitz, Podolski, Smila and Elizabethgrad. The men 
were at this point asked what were their occupations and it was elicited that 
there were 14 cS shoemakers, 25 peasant farmers, 4 bakers, 5 saddlers 
3 lock and general ‘smiths, 11 clerks, also a bookbinder, cigarette maker, a 
wadding maker, and a number of joiners and other handicraftsmen out of the 
seventy promiscuously selected which would be about the fair average for the 
whole. Several of the men who were understood to be prepared to make state- 
ments came forward at the request of the Chairman and gave their names and 
ee as a guarantee of their good faith. Mr. Benas then put the following

I will now ask whether you are all loyal to the Czar !—“ Ya" (yes). 

Have you done your best to obey all the laws of Russia faithfully and traly ?—

love the Emperor, and I have been wounded in his service. I have been in the 
Russian army for 20 years, and have three medals. 

I see you have lost your eye, was that in the service of the Czar ?—Yes ; I have 
lost that for the Emperor ; and does that look as if I was a traitor ! 

Do you pray in your synagogues for the Czar !—Yes ; there is not a single man 
here who is not a most loyal subject. and we would support him against any possible 
evil. The Emperor does not know what faithful subjects he has in us, 

Do you all love the Emperor despite your sufferings’—Yes; we love the 
Emperor most faithfully, and are loyal subjects. 

At this point the photographs of two of the men present were pro laced. 
One of them had been a police officer and the other a soldier, and they had 
been photographed in their respective uniforms. : 

The Chairman: These people, you will sec, are thoroughly loyal to the 
Emperor. I have only to use the word E uperor and they applaud. They say : 
* We love him and ouly wish he would protect us against the mob. We con- 
stantly pray for the welfare of the Czarand his Government. Woe aro prepared 
to prove our loyalty at tho risk of our lives and to do what we can for the 

imperor. Dat we are entirely at the mercy of the bureaucracy, who oppress 
us; and if the Czar only knew of our sufferings, we feel contideat he would 
help us. The Government of the country is composed of Christian people— 
Russians not Jews, The Jew is not considered as anything in Russia. He is 
treated as of no account. Everything is done to pander to the wishes of the 
mob. The result ia that the Jews are entirely ignored. Lut we are atill of 
opinion that if our complaints could only reach the ears of the Caar, he would 
do something to mitigate our sufferings. We feel that he is not personally 
responsible for the persecutions. It is simply the officials who oppress us.” 

It is reported here that you have been robbed and plundered, that your women 
have been violated, and that murders have been committed, Some doubt has been 
expressed as to whether things are as bad as they have been reported. Whatdo you 
say to that ?—A highly intelligent man, who was described as a surgeon's assistant, 
made reply : A man with a full belly cannot believe the man who is hungry. Those 
who have not been there can scarcely credit what has taken place, Things are still 
worse than they have been described, 

Have most of you left relatives behind you ’—Yea, |: : 

Do you think there will be a better state of affairs in Russia?—No ; we think 
they will be worse, 

What are your aims in emigrating /—To work by the sweat of our brows, and 
earn our living in any honest capacity so that we live in a free city, where our lives 
are not in danger. Wedo not care what sdrt of work we get ; all we want is to be 
allowed-to eat a little dry bread in peace, 

I have been requested by a gentleman present to ask whether any of you belong 
to or ever joined any revolutionary society /—No ; we love the Emperor. Truly we are 
more loyal to him than the Russian Christians. 

One of the mea, who had served in the Russo-Turkish war, here said: We were 
the first to rush into the fire at Plevna, There are none of ue who would not risk 
our lives to serve the Emperor. 

The Chairman, after some farther conversation with the refugeos, said : I 
must here make an important communication. They report to me that the late 
Emperor Alexander IL. was favourably disposed to the Jews, and that when he 
was unfortunately killed in St. Petersburg the mob called out, “ We have killed 
the Jew Emperor now, therefore you have lost your protector, and we can do 
what we like.” They nick-named him the Jew Emperor because he was a great 
friend of the Jews. 

Are you well supplied with food here /—Yes, we have plenty. : 

The Chairman announced that Mr. Payuter had taken down the name and 
age of every person in the house and that the record could be referred to in case 
of need. | 3 
A number of the women and chiliren were next brought in after the room 
had been cleared of the men, ‘They were asked whether they were well supplied 
with necessaries and they replied in the affirmative. They said they had been 
compelled to fly the country with their children, and they expresged their thanks 
that they had been so well provided for in Hamburg, Hull and Liverpool. A 
young mother with a baby only two months old at her breast begged that ber 
aged mother whom she had been compelled to leave behind might be sent after 
her to America, | 

On the night of Friday the 10th one of the emigrants made the following 
deposition to the representive of the Liverpool Courier in the presence of Mr, L. 


‘Jackson : 


I was a baker, and at the ueual age jcined the Russian infantry. I was 
sent to Eiizabethgrad at the beginning of the outrages against the Jews, On 
arriving I found the people in a state of riot. The furniture of the Jews was 
strewn about the streets, and their Hebrew prayer-books were thrown about 
everywhere. Every Jew who appeared on the scene was very severely beaten with 
sticks and everything the Russians cou'd lay their hands on, I was then 
called out with my regiment, and the riot was suppressed for a time. We 
picked up many of the Jews, and tried to restore them, but a great number 
of them were dead. The riot was caused by a fanatical rising of the people 
against our brethren, They shouted that the Jews had killed Christ, and that they 
would have revenge. During the incléc [| was personally appealed to by several 
Jewish women, who informed me that their daughters had been outraged. They 
asked me. as 1 was armed, to come in. the house and expela ruffian, I went up 
and informed my superior officer, but. received a tlap in the face from him, My 
regiment was then called away to another town, and I went on furlough for eight 
days. In returning I was one hour late, and sentenced as a punishment to eight 
weeks’ stone-breaking, Preliminarily to this 1 was sent for three hours on guard, 
I reached the house of a friend, who gave 


I travelled to Galicia, where the agent of the Alliance of Paris forwarded me to 
Hamburg. ‘There I was assisted with money from the Mansion House Relief Fand, 
London, and I came on to Liverpool witu the others, | 
. Another of the ewigrants made the following statement :— | 

J am a surgeon-barber, and “was born in Kaminitz, I waa living until 
recently in a market town with my wife and six children. The feeling 
against the Jews was becoming very strong. One night, ae I was 
asleep in my house in that town I was roused by hearing a great noise in the 
streets, I rushed down stairs, and looked out, when I saw a commotion at the 
house of a Jewish neighbour of mine, three doors below me, I knew that he was — 
on a journey, and hearing shrieks inside I went to the place, but found that the 
door was locked from the interior. I broke a pane of glass and thrust my hand 
inside the window, in doing which I cut myself severely. 1 shouted, Wh ttis the — 
matter!” but was forced back by somebody from the inside. I then heard a femule 
Knowing that my neighbour had a. 
daughter who was well known for her beauty, I grasped the whole position in a- 
moment, I rushed back for my revolver, and on getting it T th eavened to fire — 
through the window, and exclaimed, “‘ Whoever doesn't go out will be shot.” Ithen | 
fired several shots in the air, and several ruffians thereupon rushed out of the house, 
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The discharge of firearms brought several respectable neighbours to my Assistance, 
and we then ran in.

They differ 
but slighty from the hostile decisions adopted elsewhere ; one notable addition 
is arecommendation to forbid Jews from being cattle dealers, 


A few weeks ago a large meeting was held at the various gymnasiums io 
the three provinces of New Russia. The business was purely of an educa- 
tional character, but, during the course of the proceedings, one of the speakers, 
M. Markoff, the director of the gymnasium at Marispol, interpolated in his address 
a violent attack on the Jews. Several Jewish teachers who were present loudly 
protested egainst the onslaught that had been made on their coreligionistg ; their 
protest was, however, rewarded by their being expelled from the room.

Tue Russian Rerucees in AmenicA—The American papers received this 
week contain iar fay particulars of the efforts made by the many loca! com- 
mittees to favourably place the numerous Russian refugees, and throughout the 
States a cordial desire to successfully help the refegees continues to be mani- 
fested. One of the most pleasing features, to which we have previously referred, 
is the active part taken by the ladies’ charitable societies in the matter. The 
seventeen Polish congregations in New York have held a united meeting, at 
which the representatives promised all the aid in their power towards alleviating 
the misery of the distreseed Russians. A typical instance of the practical help 
afforded to the emigrants was that of a watchmaker who secured a situation in 
Newark, and who, by dint of energy and perseverance, acquired the good will 
of some persons in Newark, who assisted him pecuniarily by opening a small 
store for him, thereby enabling him to earn $15 in one day. In many instances 
situations are secured for the emigrants in advance. So apt have many of the 
emigrants proved themselves, that they have in most instances already given 
practical proofs of their familiarity with the English language, notwithstanding 
the fact that they could not speak a word of that language before leaving 
Russia. 


Heprew Prenaces.—The following letter was published in the Daily News 
of Tuesday :—Sir,—I recently sent to the Earl of Shaftesbury two letters which 
I bad published in favour of creating one or two Hebrew peerages, which I 
considered ought to have been done long ago. I have had the honour to receive 
a reply from bis Lordship, which I trust I may without impropriety make public 
for the benefit of our Hebrew fellow-subjects, as well as the reat of the commu 
nity.

Tar question of the Jews in Russia is divided into two parts, the position 
‘of the native Jews and that of the foreign Jews. 
the native Jews is to us the subject of entirely unselfish consideration and of 
unselfish benefaction by money gifte, we have a different interest in the 
situation of English Jews in Russia. What this position is has recently 
been painfully illustrated by Mr. Lewisonn. We have already said that 
the recent correspondence in the Luwisoun case is extremely unsatisfactory. 
An English Jew in Russia exists there on sufferance. He is outside the 
law, a man with whom officials can do as they like and who must bribe riglit 
and left to be allowed to stay. If Mr. Lewrsopn had given a few hundred 
roubles to the proper police officials in St. Petersburg there would never have 
been a Mr, Luwasonn’s case, but then some other Jews less able to bribe 
would have suffered instead, It appears from the recently published corres- 
pondence that Lord Granvitve is of opinion that Mr. Lewisoun has been 
unlawfally treated.

The problem may be 
capable of diverse solutions, but it has often arisen in other instances and it 
has not always been decided in the sense in which it was determined in 1862. 

The Ruasian treaty with the United States is on all fours in this matter 
with the treaty between Russia and Great Britain, In each case full liberty 
is given to the subjects of a foreign Power to enter Russia, and at the same 
time a saving clause stipulates that the decrees and regulations regarding 
commerce, industry, and police in each of the contracting countries are 
preserved, A citizen of the Uniled States, Henny Pinxos, having been 
expelled in 1880 under the most cruel circumstances from St. Petersburg, the 
United States Government has continued to protest and to claim compen- 
sation. 

A case arose fifty years ago between the Canton of Basle Campagne, 
in Switzerland, and the Kingdom of France, then under the government of 
Lovis Puitierz, It is briefly referred to in the article on the Jews in the 
Encyclopedia Britannica as an example of the fact that France has been 
foremost in granting political emancipation to the Jews. There were no 
special provisions as to Jews in the convention between France and the Swiss 
Canton, but a Jew who was a French subject was denied the right to hold 
immoveable property in the Canton, and thereupon relations between the Can- 
ton and France were broken off. In the words of M. Catmrevx, in bis eloquent 
address to King Lovis Puitirre, on the occasion of the reception by the 
Kina of the Central Consistory at the audience of November 5th, 1835 
“ Ce jaif qu’on repousse de la Suisse a dit: Je suis citoyen Frangais, et le 
roi des Franyais a rompu tout tien avee le Canton qui a méconnnu les droits 
attaches ce titre.” 

In the same memorable andience the citizen Kina hiiself gaye utter- 
ance to words which might well teach a lesson at the present day. He had 
seized on the occasion of the Bile controversy to read a lesson to Switzerland 
on the intolerance of the little Republic generally, just as an English statesman, 
unable to interfere with the excesses in Kieff and Warsaw, might opportunely 
take the Lewisoun incident as a text on which this country has the right to 
preach. Of course, it is hardly necessary to say that oppression of the Jews 
in Switzerland is now a thing of the past, They enjoy full freedom of 
worship in the Helvetic Confederation, in some parts at least of which their 
public worship is recognized and subsidized by the State. Speaking in 
1835, however, Lovis Pur.iprs expressed his regret at the then existence 
of religious prejudices which reason would, as hé rightly prophesied, wear 
away drop by drop as water wears away stone (comme Ueau qui tombe goutle 
a. goutle finit par percer le plus rocker. Our quotation is from the 
Moniteur of 12th November, 1835 ‘IT cannot, however,” the Kine 
continued, “intermeddle with what pene in other States, unless the 
interests of the French are injured, as has happened in the canton of Bile 
Campagne. I confess that 1 have been very pleased to have this occasion 
of establishing that under my reign ali the French enjoy the same rights 
and all obtain the same protection from my Government, I hope my efforts 
will not be unfruitful, and that, in the very matter of which you speak, the 
canton will recall a determination as much opposed to our treaties with 
Switzerland as it is tothe spirit of the age. For my part, I am happy to 
have given this example of your complete emancipation, and I thank you 
for the justice which you render to my acts and my intentions.” 

Another example may be given from the history of diplomacy. In 1815 
disputes which had arisen between the Governments of Austria and Turkey 
with reference to the treatment of Turkish subjects, being Jews, were 


settled by precisely the same method of argument which we should like to see 


applied to the case of Mr. Lewisoun, The well-known freedom of the Jews 
in the Turkish empire was abridged when Turkish Jews passed into Austria 
on the ground that Austrian Jews themselves ‘had no such privileges— 
precisely the point discussed in the decision of 1862 referred to by Lord 
Granvitte. The Turkish Government complained and the Austrians 
gave way. On 28th December, 1815, the Government of Lower Austria 
addressed to its police department a note in which the following passage 
oceurs: * All difference established between the Turkish Jews and the other 
subjects of the Ottoman Porte seems contrary to the spirit of the treaties, 
These’ speak of Turkish subjects, without making any exception. It is 
then to this quality alone that regard must be had, and in no wise to the 
religion or profession of individuals.” _ These words seem to us precisely in 
oint. 
We will cite one more instance. .— the existence of the Kingdom 
of Westphalia in the early part of the present century, the Saxon Govern- 
ment exacted the Leibzoll, an odious personal tax once imposed on Jews 
throughout Germany, from Jewish suljects of Westphalia passing through — 
Saxony. The Westphalian Cabinet signified to that of Dresden that if this 
tax were still levied on Westphalian Jews, the Westphalian State would 
demand a similar payment from all subjects of Saxony, to whatever religion 
they belonged, who came to Westphalia. The Saxon Government gave way, — 
although it continued to make its own Jewish subjects pay the Leibzoll, | 
It will be clear from the illustrations we have given that it is by no — 
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meana settled international law to decide in favour of the exception of the 
Jews from all beneficial provisions in which they are not sp: cially mentioned, 
On the contrary, general words have been held in the cases we have quoted 
to include Teraclites as well as persons of other religious views. We trust 
that the TPritish Foreign Office will declare that it deems that the same 
principles should in fature be appliea as between England and Russia. It 
ia necessary to decide this case on principle, for if each question be left to the 
discretion of the Russian Ministry of the Interior, British Jews having formed 
business relations with Rassia are to be pitied indeed. The show of con- 
sideration which was made to Mr. Lewrson~ was merely derisive, and the 
British Government must have felt that it was being laughed at. Mr. Lewt- 
sonn's request to return to Russia was refused. Tt was again pressed by the 
British Foreign Miniater (as a mere provisional favour, not a decision on 
principle), and was then granted jast in time. for the anthorization to come 
too late for use, A second application was vexatiously delayed in like 
manner, and acceded to when the part of the business of the fair of Nijni 
Novgorod in which Mr. Lewrsotin was interested, was at an end. We need 
not say that the Russian Government mast have been well aware throngh 
ite aystem of spies what was Mr, particu’ar business at Nijni. 
The spirit of the Russian officials as exhibited in the correspondence is most 
malignant in its disposition towards Jews; it is the same feeling which 
stimulated from on high the recent popular violence. 

We trost the British Government will reconsider its view of its treaty 
rights, will assert them boldly when ascertained, and, while not disturbing 
the present diplomatic relations between the two countries, will give formal 
notice that it reserves the vindication of its injured subjects, until a fitting 
opportunity shall arise.

The Rey. Canon Burrretp, who was very cordially received, seconded the 
resolution, and said he hoped it might be fully understood that that meeting 
was not in any sense a political one —(hear, hear) —indeed, the very constitution of 
that platform was a sufficient answer to any impression that they had assembled 
for the purpose of embarrassing in any sense the action of the Government. (Hear, 
hear.) He felt that they were met there to give moral support to the Government, 
As Englishmen they could not possibly sit by unmoved and apathetic at the recital 
of these horrible atrocities, It was not his province on the platform to enlarge 
upon the high and noble qualities which characterised the Jewish race, nor upon 
the lasting obligations which every man, who called himself a Christian, or even a 
moralist. must feel he owed to them. No man, after the words which fell from the 
Prime Minister in the House of Commons on Thursday night, could for one moment 
imagine that he was less indignent than they were about those outrages. oe sacggna 
He could quite understand that the Premier occupied a very difficult position, and 
it might be trne that there was no precedent for one nation interfering with the 
affairs of another nation upon a matter of internal arrangement, but still he 
ventured to expect that with his long experience, and he was going to tay his well- 
known ingenuity, the Premier might discover some legitimate and some courteous 
means of communicating with the Russian Government, and of telling them how 
widespread was the feeling of indignation in England at these atrocities. And if 
that course seemed to be impracticable, then he ventured to hope that their Sovereign - 
Lady the Queen—(applanse)—with her tender heart, which always beat responsive 
to suffering, might upon her own responsibility, appeal to her im rial brother, and 
such an appeal. coming from such a quarter, could scarcely be made in vain, and she 
might rest asenred in her Royal dignity that she would have the sympathy and 
support of all her subjects, and that at least by such action she would have 
increased—if that were possible—their loyalty and their affection for herself, (Loud 
applause. ) 

. Tne Rev. J. Pace Horps spoke in support of the resolution. 

Major-General BuRNaBy, M_P., also supported the resolution, and quoted sta- 
tistics to show the number of the Jews in various countries. The Jews had, ha 
said, been eminent for their great works of charity, and he had yet to learn of thore, 
who had not received the best of education, even the children in the gutters, that 
their crimes, vices, and shortcomings were any greater than those of any other 
nationality. Much had been said about the action of the officials of the Russian 
Govérnment, relative to the recent persectitions in Russia, and to show the action 
taken, General Burnaby read a proclamation isened by the Government, the effects 
of which, he contended, were likely to inspire the people to commit those dreadfal 
outrages which no doubt had been committed, The first persecution manifested 
itself last year, and went on getting worse and worse, the outrages becoming ‘more 
eruel and more vengeful, until the month of September, the month of harvest, 
But the outrages again broke out with greater 
ferocity, and became more abominable in the months of October and December, 
when the winter set in and .when thousands of people had to fly from the homes 
they cherished, equally as we cherished ours. He was pleased they had held a 
meeting on the question, and that other meetings were held in other parts of the 
kingdom, and he hoped that they would one and all reach the ears of their gracious 
Lady, their much-loved Queen, and that she might become more impressed than she 
otherwise would be, and that. she would send a letter to her august and imperial 
brother which shoald have a greater tendency to inspire him with the necessity of 
taking precantions to prevent outrages upon the Jews.

RRIGHTON, 

On Wednesday evening an influential meeting of the inhabitants of Brighton 
was held at the Town Hall. The meeting was presided over by the Ex-Mayor 
(Mr. Alderman David Smith). 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, read letters of sympathy from 
the Bishop of Chichester and from several members of Parliament, and said if 
there was one thing more than another which distinguished Englishmen it was 
their sympathy with. oppressed peoples. England was a free country and the 
people held their Jewish fellow-citizens in high éstimation. In order to put a 
stop to the persecution of the Jews in Russia he was sure that physical force on 
the part of this country was not needed. It would be. quite sufficient .to express 
abhorrence of those infamous acts to ensure that they should be discontinued. 

Mr..M. D. Scorr, M.P., said those present had recently had to listen to a tale 
of unparalleled woe, and they had never read of greater inhumanity and greater 
wickedness than had been suffered by a defenceless, inoffensive, and worthy people 
at the hands of the Russian rabble. The Jews in Russia were not a small com- 
munity, numbering as they did more than three millions, who wero hard-working 
members of a large country—he would not call Russia a great country, because, 
stained with such crimes asthe recent persecutions, it was not deserving of the 
latter appellation. He described some of the outrages which had occurred at 
Warsaw, adding that in many other: places they had been of a similar character. 
In many cases he said Russian women had taken part in outrages against the 
Jews, and the soldiery had shared in the plunder. He was sure that every town 
‘in England would raise its voice against the oppressors (loud applause). He then 
proposed, “That this meeting desires to express its indignation at the ¢ruel out- 
rages recently committed against the Jewish subjects in the southern and, western 
parts of Russia, and its deep sympathy with the sufferers,”’ 

Mr. Grorare pe Paris, in seconding the resolution, said that the Jews of. Russia 
were the pioneers of her civilisation and of her commerce, and had brought untold 
benefits upon that empire, while the only return they had received at the hands 
of the country had been the fearful outrages of which they had read during the 
past month. | 

The resolution was earried unanimously. 

Mr. F. Merritvierp next moved “That this meeting is convinced that the 
Government will have the full support of the people of this country in making any 
representation, without distinction of ereed or party, that may appear to the 
Government likely to prevent the recurrence of similar outrages in thefuture.” The 
Jews themselves considered the present mode of expressing sympathy with their 
ation was the most acceptable way of approaching the matter, they having no 
desire to take any steps which would give umbrage to. Russia. 

This resolution was also carned tnanimously. | 
\ further proposition, to the effect that a copy of the foregoing resolutions should 
be forwarded to tlie Prime Minister and the Foreign Secretary, was alsa carried. 

The thanks of the meeting having been given to his worship the Mayor for 
convening the meéeting, and to. the Ex-Mayor for presiding, the proceedings 
terminated. 

The subscriptions received at the meeting were over £100, 

CAMBRIDGE, 

On Wednesday evening a public meeting was held atthe Guildhall, Cambridge, 
in compliance with a requisition which was presented to the Mayor on the pre- 
vious Thursday, and which -was signed by fourteen masters of colleges, twenty- 
three professors (including. fhat of the Postmaster General, Professor Fawcett), 
ten magistrates, and sixty-six of the leading inhabitants of the town, 

The Mavor (J, Death, Esq.) presided, and, in opening the proceedings, read a 
number of letters of apology for non-attendance. 

The Bishop of Ely wrote thanking the Mayor for giving him the opportunity of 
expressing his sincere sympathy with every manifestation of the public opinion 
of England against the outrages perpetrated upon the Jewish people in certain 
parts of the Russian empire. It was @ reproach at onee to the Christianity and 
civilization of the age: A general expression of opinion, if it could be obtained, 
froni the nations of Europe would, probably, prevent the recurrence of any such 
events. 

The Vicer-Cuancet.tor (the Rev. Dr. Porter, Master of Peterhouse) moved the 
first resdlution. He thought the persecutions were due to a great wave of 
fanaticism that had passed over Russia, and which the Government had been un- 
able to prevent. That. the outrages were established upen historical evidence 
they could not reasonably doubt, but he hoped such meetings as that at which 
they were assembled thi it night would have sore influence on the Russian Crovern- 
ment;:. He proposed “ That this meeting regards with sorrow and indignation the 
eruel persecution and outrages which the Jews have suffered in Russia during 
the past. year, und hereby ree rds its protest against them as a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion and a violation of the laws of humanity.” (Apphiuse.) 

Mr. E. B. Foster seconded the proposition, and urged the importance of holding 
public meetings as they were then doing; and, secondly, of subscribing largely to 
the Mansion House Fund, | 

The. Rey, Dr. Campion, President of Queen's College, supported the résolution. 
He expressed his sympathy with those who had suffered and his indignation against 
those who had caused the sufféring—(lond applause)—and he did so in. the hope 
that such outrages would never occur again. (Applause.) He hoped that these 
meetings would encourage the well-disposed in Riissia to say “We will stand up 
for the right ; we will put down outrages, and we will compuct ourselves into a 
well-voverned and well civilized country.” (Applause) 

The resolution was put and carried with acclamation. 

The Right Hon. Berrsrorp Horr, M.P. for the University of Cambridge, said 
they were not there that night to denounce the iovernment of Russia, which, he 
honestly and heartily believed, was deeply humiliated by, end thoroughly horrified 
at the atrocious proceedings ; but they were there in A spasm of human nature, in 
a spasm of philanthropy, and in a spasm of goodwill towards men, calling out 
against that which had disgraced the very name of the human race. (Applause.) 
With the evidence they had had before them he could not help thinking that there 
was a terrible substratum of fact in the accounts of the outrawes on the Jews. <A 
strangely diabolical wave of savagery had passed over some of the provinces of 

bassin, to the detriment, to the ruin, even to the death and extermination of those 
vast masses of fellow-creatures. whose crime, it had been well said, when reduced 
to black and white, was that they were more industrious, and therefore moro 
pr ee 1S, than the people who took to harrowing them. (Applause. ) Pheir Inain 
object ought to be prevention in the future. How did that meeting at Cambridge 
tind to that? . A meeting merely at. Cambridge, no doubt; would have an 
infinitesimal effect, but it was the chain of meetings all over the country,-~a great 
people expressing their righteous indignation, Une mpanied with loud denuncia- 
tioris, threat,’ fury, or storm-—that would carry influence. rhe atrocities 
differed. from the horrors of Bulgaria or the French Revolution, inasmuch 
as they were unaccompanied by those terrible outbursts of war or change. 
That was a peculiarity that justified them in making their protest even louder 
and more emphatic than if they had heen so accompanied, and he hoped they 
would raise their protesting voices, with the protesting voices of millions of their 
fellow countrymen, in a calm, great cry, to the God of truth and justice, and in an 
appeal to all that wis right, all that was good, and to all that could be, and he 
trusted would be, ashamed in Russia, to take such steps that that great evil might 


never again be repeated ( applause). He proposed “That this meeting, whilst dire.

MANSION HOUSE FUND. 


On the Oh a meeting of the Committee of the Mansion House Russian 
Jews’ Relief Fand was held in the Long Parlour. The Loxp Mayor (Mr. Alder- 
man Ellie) presided, and there were present: Cardinal Manning, Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild, Mr. Alderman Cotton, M.P., Sir Alexander T. Galt, G.C.M.G. (High 
Commissioner for Canada), Mr. Alderman Staples, Mr. Sheriff Ogg, Baron George 
de Worme, Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, Dr. A. Asher, Mr. Samuel Montago, Mr, 
Isaac Seligman, Hon. Moritz Ellinger, of New York, Mr. Winzar, and Mr, W. J, 
joulsby, the Secretary. 

Tie Lorp reported that the amounted, up to that day, to 
£42550, including a munificent donation of £1,200 from the Dowager Baronésa 
James de Rothechild, of Paris, which Mr. Alfred de Rothschild had just handed 
in. A telegram was read from the Assembly of the Board of the Jewish Com- 
munity at Bada-Pesth in these terms -—“ To his lordship the Lord Mayor of 
London and all the great and noble of the mind and heart who assisted at tho 
meeting on Feb. 1, in vindication of trae liberty, equality, and humanity, we 
beg to exprees our heartfelt and sincerest thanks. As long as you live you 
shall be adored by us, and your memories will be praised for ever by our 
descendants.” A resolution was also read from the Jewish inbabitants of Porta- 
mouth, recognizing with gratitude the steps taken in Lomion on behalf of their 

»pressed coreligionists in Russia. 

A was read from the President of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians (Mr. Lione' L. Cohen) stating that a number of the refugees from 
Kussia and Ruesian Poland bad arrived in this country during the last few 
months. . The majority of them were able-bodied men, some single, and some 
with families, and the great majority were emigrauts en route to America, 
whose journey hither has been defrayed by communities of the Jewish per. 
suasion abroad, but who lacked the means to proceed further, and therefore 
applied to that Board for the purpose. A few individual cases remained in this 
country, but they were all entirely destitute. With a view of preventing an 
influx of helpless poor from the Continent, the ordinary rules of the Board 
restricted .the relief granted to persons resident at least six months in this 
country, but that provision had necessarily been relaxed in the present emer- 
gency in favour of the Russian refugees, The Board now applied that they 
might continue their present arrangements of relief, and that they might be 
permitted to draw on the Mansion House fund for the puryo3e. 

On the motion of Mr. Alderman Corrox, M.P., a sum of £590 was placed 
at the disposal of the Jewish Board of Guardians for the relief of sach refugees 
as might happen to be in London. 

On the motion of Cardinal Mannina, seconded by Mr. ALFreD DE Rotuscato, 
it was resolved unavimously that a sub-committec be appoioted to consider 
and report in what way immediate steps could be taken to relieve the distress 
now existing among the Jewish population in Russia, and among the refugees 
froia country. 

On the motion of Mr. Monracu, a sum not exceeding £6,000 was 
placed in the hands of a special sub-committee for the purposo of assisting the 
emigration and settlement in the United States of the Jewish refugees from 
Ruesie, 

Mr. Exiincer stated that it was not proposed to colonize any particular 
plage with the Russian emigrants, but to settle them in batches of fifty 
families or so, by which arrangement they would be able to retain the old home 
feeling while they were acquiring the habits and the language of the people 
among whom they had come. A large number of emigrants had already 
reached America and been aided to settle. Each family cost about £100, that

£50,000.. Letters from Mr. Gladstone and Lord Granville formerly acknow- 
ledging the receipt of copies of the resolutions passed at the public meeting on 
the Ist inst. were read. A communication was received from Mr. Lionel Cohen, 
President of the Board of Guardians for the Relief of the Jewish Poor, ac- 
knowledging the receipt of £500, and stating that on the 10th inst, 23 additional 
CASCS were dealt with, two of whom wished to emigrate to the Cape, and 21 
to Philadelphia and New York, A grant of money was made in each case and 
the passage money paid. All of them had countrymen or relatives at the port 
of arrival, On Monday last 22 more cases were investigated and helped to 
New York. ‘The majority of the refugees were Russians, and not Poles, and of a 
superior class to those who, in former years, had been accustomed to apply for 
relief to the Board. Some were provided with Russian passports, which had 
not been previously the case. So far from any balance of the grant remaining 
it was likely soon to be absorbed. A letter was read from J udge Isaacs, of 
New York, stating that there had been an awakening of public opinion in 
America on the subject of the persecution of Jews in Kussia. ‘There was, 
how ever, nO dispé sition to receive emigrants, except mechanics, or persons able 
and willing to do labourers’ work: The names of Mr. Joseph Sebag, Mr. 
Laurence Oliphant, Rev. A. Lowy, and Colonel Lenox-Prendergast were 
added to the Mansion. House Committee, and the meeting having taken and 


considered further steps for the relief of the sufferers, the Committee adjourned 
until Monday next.

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JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


A general court of the Governors of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum 
was held on Sanday last at the Institution, Lower Norwood ; Dr. Bennenn, 
President, occupied the chair. As the business to be transacted included the 
election both of an outpensioner and inmates, and of the honorary officers and 
committee for the ensuing year, the following gentlemen were appointed scruti- 
neers; Mesers. Simeon Lazarus, A. Montagu, H. BE. Meyer and J. Salaman for 
the first-named election, and Messrs. Lionel L. Alexander and F. B. Halford for 
the second. : 

The CaatamMan stated that in consequence of several children having 
recently been apprenticed, four additional inmates would be elected that day 
besides the number previously announced. 

In the unavoidable absence of the Treasurers, Mr. B. L. Conmen read the 
annual financial statement, which, he observed, was the most flourishing balance- 
sheet that had ever been sabmitted in the history of the institution. In com- 
menting on several of the items of the statement, Mr. Cohen called attention to 
the small amount expended for medical attendance and medicines, to the increase 
in the apprenticiog fees, which he hoped would still farther be augmented from 
year to year since the apprenticing of the inmates was one of the best features 
of the Committee’s work, and to the considerable falling off in the annual sub- 
ecriptions—a falling off which the popularity and usefulness of the institution 
did not warrant. Mr, Cohen also directed attention to a legacy of £138 from a 
lady who bad formerly been benefited by the charity, and in conclusion observed 
that the surplus of £4,057 which the Committeo had at their disposal with which 
to commence the new year would spare them from the necessity of making a 
special appeal to the community until the following year, if not until a later 

riod, 

The total receipts during the past year were £9,197, against an expendi- 
ture of £6,451. The income from dividends was £2,503, from annual subscrip- 
tions £1 527, from legacies and donations in ‘memoriam, £1,311, from payments 
for pauper children £569, and from donations at the last dinner £4,083. The 

rincipal items of expenditure were: provisions £2,249, salaries and wages 
£888, clothing £860, and pensions £242. 

In moving the adoption of the balance-sheet, the Cuaraman alladed to the 
gratifying character of the statement, and observed that for the large balance 
which the institution had carried forward they were indebted to Mr. Benjamin 
L. Cohen, the chairman at the dinner held last year in aid of the fands of the 
charity. About £2,300 of the surplus had been invested, and a further sum of 
about £1,300 had been deposited with the bankers. It would, therefore, be 
unnecessary for the Committee to trouble the Jewish public with an appeal 
duriag the present year. | 

' The motion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. D, Q, Henriques, Honorary Secretary, read the annual report of the 
Committee. 

, The Committee state in their re, ort that the result of their labours has proved 
both beneficial and progressive. During the year 52 children have been admitted 
and 49 have left the institution, The largest number at one time in the building 
was 202 (of whom no less than 167 were orphans), the smallest number was 176, 
The health of the inmates has been exceptionally good, the infirmary having very 
seldom been occupied, Great difficulty is experienced in apprenticing the children, 
especially in the case of those deprived of both parents, and it is evident that in 
order to carry out this work in a beneficial manner higher premiums will have to 
be paid, The subject is engaging the serious attention of the Committee. During 
the year the educational progress of the children was tested for the first time by 
examinations, conducted by independent examiners, and the extracts from their 
reports gave proofs of the efficient teaching of the Rev. Mr. Harris,the Head Master, 
of Miss Chapman, the Head Governess, and their respective staffs, The festival 
_ Cinner held last year, at whick Mr. Benjamin L, Cohen presided, was a brilliant 


success, the largest amount ever collected having then been raised. A reference tothe ~ 


balance-sheet shows that the expenditure considerably exceeded the reliable income, 
To meet this deficit, the Committee urge the friends of the charity to aid them in 
securing additional annual subscriptions. It is worthy of mention that a Jewish 
girl, an inmate of the Normal College of Music for the Blind, comes to the Asylum 
(at the express desire of the principal) every Friday afternoon, and remains until 
Sunday in order to attend the services in the synagogue and to receive reli- 
gious instruction, Among the visitors during the year were the Rev. Mr. Spurgeon, 
and the Chairman, Clerk, and Guardians of the Mile End Union, who expressed 
their satisfaction with the arrangements of the institution. Many former inmates 
who have succeeded in life, either at home or ‘in the Colonies, have become Governors

at the present moment. In the shadow of the awfal misfortune that had 
befallen the Jews in Russia it would be wrong if the present awseubly of Jows 
did not express their warm gratitade for the sympathy evoked in thie country 
on behalf of the Russian Jews. The great amount of good which had been 
produced by the Mansion House meeting and by the meetings that had been 
held throughout the country was incalculable. One of tho resulta of that 
expression of feeling had been that the Rassian Governmont, probably for the 
firat time, had condescended to give an explanation of its condact. The speaker 
then briefly referred to the persecutions which the Jows had suffered at various 
epochs in their history and to the disastrous effects which had resalted to the 
nations themselves by whom the Jews had besa perscented. In conclasion 
Dr. Behrend called upon the meeting to accord Mr. Ellinger a hearty and 
sympathetic welcoms. 

Mr. Montrz E..inaer, who was received with load applause, said it would 
be ungrateful on his part were he not to say a few words in response to the kind 
expressions that had just been uttered by the Chairman, more e+pecially since 
the sentiments of the Jewish community in London were in every respect 
similar to those of their brethren in America. He had been but a short time 
in London, and seen very little of their great city, his object being to seck his 
brethren, and he was glad to say that he had foun! them. He was proud to 
acknowledge that what he had seen that day of their aoble institution afforded 
him more gratification than all the splendour of the metropolis. In New York 
the Jews bad an orphan asylum which might we'l vie with that of his brethren 
in London, and if they were proud of their temples and syudgogues, they were 
prouder still of their orphan asylum. Indeed, the American Jews had not only 
one such institution, bat they had several which were dotted over the entire 
country. It was a proud boast of the Jews that, however divided they were on 
public matters, they were united on the ground of philanthropy, for Jewish 
charity knew no sect or principles. Children who had lost their natural pro- 
tectors had fonnd parents in the benefactors of the institation in which they 
were then assembled. But there were others who had also lost their natural 
protectors when the State refused any longer to gaard or defend them. Sach 
was, alas, the case with their unfurtanate coreligionists in Russia, who had, as 
it were, become orphaned, and who looked to their happier brethren in other 
countries for that protection which their own Government and country would 
no longer afford them. The message which he bore from America to the Jews 
in England, and which he would aldo transmit to the Jewa in Germany and 
other Continental countries, was that they should stand in the light of parents 
to the persecuted Jews in Russia, It was not necessary for him to appeal to 
the Jews in Evgland to perform thia sacred daty, they needed no appeal ; in 
fact, before he came to England they had liberally responded to the call of their 
leaders, and that response might bear favourable comparison with that of any 
It was only left for him, therefore, on behalf of his brethren 
in America, to convey to his Jewis friends in England a message of symypa'hy 
and of co-operation, and in conclusion he begged to propose a vote of thanks 


to the Committee of the institatian.

Me, Matthew Araold had expressed a similar view with 
regard to the stuly.  Kuowing. that the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler carefully looked 
afcver the religious training of the pupils, he need not euter into that question, He 
coneratulated those children who had that day received prizes, and exhorted the 
others to try again, -fle impressed on them to. make the most of their school days, 
and by working hard to become good Eaglisamen and Kaglish women, .
